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HE greatest domestic issue facing the American 

people today is the problem of preserving the rights 
of the several States against ever-increasing Federal 
encroachment—States’ Rights versus Federal tyranny. 

Some would have us believe that States’ Rights is 
no more than a time-worn cliche which a hundred 
years ago was used to promote Southern separatist 
aspirations and which now is employed as a device 
to facilitate the exploitation of racial minorities, We 
know that this is not so. States’ Rights is an endur- 
ing and valid principle which transcends the issue of 
race and which has existed since long before there 
was a South. 

For States’ Rights is but the American term for the 
principle of local self-government, a fundamental and 
inalienabie human right for which, over the centuries, 
our ancestors, both in Europe ard in America, have 
fought and struggled and died. in the establishment 
of our Union, we recognized this right of self-govern- 
ment, we incorporated it in our written Constitution, 
and we gave it its American name of States’ Rights. 

But, important as this principle of local self-rule is, 
States’ Rights is mov than that, In our American 
constitutional syste states’ Rights is the keystone 
of Individual Libe States’ Rights is one of the 
two main principle: ‘hich the Founding Fathers built 
into the Constituti’ . to insure that Americans would 
be forever free. 

The other principle relied upon by the Founders 
was, of course, the principle of Separation of Powers 
— the independence of the three coordinate branches 
of the Federal Government, These two devices, the 
Federal-State division of powers and the separation 
of the judicial, legislative and executive functions, 
constitute the basic framework of our system of checks 
and balances. 

The ultimate objective of this checks-and-balances 
system, indeed the highest purpose of government, is 
the protection of the rights and freedom of the indi- 
vidual citizen— the promotion and preservation of 
individual liberty. “Liberty,” said Lord Acton, “is 
not a means to a higher political end, It is itself the 
highest political end.” 

Therefore, in order for us to evaluate the impor- 
tance of States’ Rights in our political system, it is 
necessary that we examine States’ Rights, not simply 
as a slogan or an interesting Southern political tra- 
dition, not simply as something in itself, but rather 
in relation to the ultimate political objective, which 
is individual liberty. 

This is, of course, what the Founders had in mind. 
They were seeking means to insure that the newly-won 
individual liberties of the American people would be 
preserved. They knew full well that the greatest po- 
tential threat to the liberty of the individual lay in 
government. That is why they were insistent that the

government they were setting up be limited and decen- 
tralized. They were determined not to create a power- 
apparatus which, however well it might work and how- 
ever beneficent it might prove while in their hands, 
would someday become an instrument of tyranny over 
the people should it fall into the hands of evil or 
power-hungry men. 

And, being realists, they knew that the power of 
government would—on many occasions, at least — 
fall into the hands of evil men of boundless ambition. 
They knew that the idea of a benevolent government, 
without checks, is a delusion, They knew the utter folly 
of setting up a government without limitations, in the 
reliance that good mer, would control it. Listen to 
the words of Pririck Henry: 


“Would not all the world,’ he asked, “from the 
eastern to the western hemisphere, blame our dis- 
tracted folly in resting our rights upon the con- 
tingency of our rulers being good or bad? Show 
me that age and country where the rights and liber- 
ties of the people were placed on the sole chance of

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their rulers being good men, without a consequent 
loss of liberty! I say that the loss of that dearest 
privilege has ever followed, with absolute certainty, 
every such mad attempt.” 


That is just what the Framers sought to do. By 
means of these two governmental devices, Separation 
of Powers and States’ Rights, they sought to prevent 
that concentration of centralized power which they 
knew would be the death-knell of individual liberty in 
America. Liberty would be safe so long, and only so 
long, as these two principles remained intact and were 
scrupulously upheld. 

We may express the Framers’ thinking graphically 
in this way: The structure of our liberty rests upon 
these two supports, the twin pillars of States’ Rights 
and Separation of Powers. So long as both these pil- 
lars stand, unimpaired, our liberties stand also. But 
if either one of these pillars be destroyed, or slowly 
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eroded away, then, surely and inevitably, the temple 
of liberty will come crashing down. 

We are nearer to that eventuality than is generally 
realized. We are very near, dangerously near, to it. 
By processes which at first were gradual, but which 
in recent years have assumed a progressively increas- 
ing rate, the pillar of States’ Rights has been almost 
completely eroded away, until what was once a sturdy 
and massive support of American freedom has been 
whittled down to a very tenuous column indeed. 

Some people may rely on the idea that it is safe to 
destroy the rights of the States and create a central- 
ized government so long as, within this centralized 
government, the principle of Separation of Powers is 
strictly eniorced; that the latter principle is all that 
is really necessary to guarantee individual liberty. 

Nothing could be more wrong. The two pillars, 
States’ Rights and Separation of Powers, are comple- 
mentary to each other. Destroy or remove one, and 
the other will soon collapse. Jefferson warned that: 

. When all government, domestic and foreign, 
in little as in great things, shall be drawn to Wash- 
ington as the centre of all power, it will render 
powerless the checks provided of one government 
on another, and will become as venal and oppres- 
sive as the government from which we separated.” 


And even the arch-Federalist Alexander Hamilton 
saw clearly that the fate of individual liberty was in- 
extricably tied up with the fate of the States. Said 
Hamilton: 

“The States can never lose their powers till the 
whole people of America are robbed of their liber- 
ties. They must go together; they must support 
each other, or meet one common fate.” 

Actually, the process of infringing on the rights of 
the States is not new. It began early in our history. 
Thomas Jefferson saw the beginning of this process 
of usurpation by the Federal judiciary; he feared its 
ultimate result, and he expressed his fears as follows: 

“.., There is no danger I apprehend so much as 
the consolidation of our Government by the noise- 
less, and therefore unalarming, instrumentality of 
the Supreme Court.” 


With prophetic vision, the great Virginian warned 
further that the germ of dissolution of our Federal 
system lay in the Federal judiciary. 

“. . working like gravity by night and by day, 
gaining a little today and a little tomorrow, and 
advancing its noiseless step like a thief, over the 
field of jurisdiction, until all shall be usurped from 
the States, and the government of all be consolidated 
into one.” 


This process, which Jefferson depicted, was begin- 
ning even in his own day. Nevertheless, despite this 
considerable degree of judicial usurpation over the 
early years; despite the War Between the States and 
the subsequent force-imposed amendments which radi- 
cally altered the origina] structure of the Union; de- 
spite even the nationalizing influence of the commer- 
cial expansion of the post-War period, with the con- 
comitant growth of the due process concept and the 
stretching of the interstate commerce clause — despite 
all these assaults aud encroachments, the basic prin- 
ciple of States’ Rights remained fundamentally intact, 
remained a sturdy support of the constitutional liber- 
ties of the American people. The North, the nation 
as a whole, might have rejected the Southern conten- 
tion that States’ Rights included the right to secede 
and dissolve the Union; but within the framework of

Union the country was still dedicated to the principle 
of local self-government, or States’ Rights. Chief 
Justice Chase in 1868 echoed the prevailing popular 
view when he characterized the United States as “an 
indestructible Union composed of indestructible 
States.” (Emphasis added.) 

Thus, until the 1930’s our governmentai system was 
still fundamentally based on States’ Rights, both in 
principle and in practice. Not to the extent that some 
of us had desired, to be sure; not to the extent that the 
Framers had recommended; but still to the extent that 
the great majority of those vital economic, political 
and social activities most closely affecting the lives of 
the people were the subjects of State control only, 
and were outside the province of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

In the last quarter-century, however, we have seen 
assaults on States’ Rights at every point. We have 
seen the National Government in Washington expand- 
ed to its present swollen size, to the accompaniment of 
a steady diminution of the reserved powers of the 
States. It is not my purpose to attempt to fix the 
blame for this development. Suffice it to say that all 
three branches of the Federal Government participated 
in it, and that a people rendered fearful and timid 
by economic depression acquiesced in it. The Supreme 
Court resisted the trend until 1937, but in that year, 
as the Honorable Hamilton A. Long of the New York 
Bar explains in his brilliant study, USURPERS: FOES 
OF FREE MAN, the Court underwent a major policy- 
revolution. From that time forward, the Supreme 
Court’s role has been one of willing, and then eager, 
collaboration in the process of aggrandizing the Fed- 
eral Government at the expense of the States. 

With the school segregation decision of 1954, the 
Supreme Court really went into high gear against 
the States and the Constitution. It stepped up its 
drive with the subsequent Steve Nelson and Girard 
College decisions. In 1957, the Congress and the Ex- 
ecutive joined in the attack. The passage—in an 
atmosphere of bogus sanctity and mock legality — of

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COURAGEOUS MEN EXPOSE ENEMY WITHIN

ARE you really proud to be a citizen of the Land of 

the Free? Do you honestly feel that each of us 
should exert himself to preserve the American Way 
of Life? Have you seriously asked yourself what you 
can do to make this a safer America? 

If so, you may be glad to know that others experi- 
encing this same emotion have found a way to achieve 
their objectives. The experiences of these individuals 
may suggest a course of action helpful to you. 

First, look at the story of William W. Cortor of Mis- 
souri. While an employee of the Emerson Electric 
Company of St. Louis, he met Henry Fiering, and 
accepted his invitation to attend a meeting with 
Young Communist Party members. 

After becoming thoroughly disillusioned with Com- 
munism, he left the Party and, in 1951, rejoined it at 
the behest of the FBI. He remained a member until 
1954 at which time it was revealed that he was an un- 
dercover agent for FBI. 

Later he appeared before the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities. There Frank 8. Tavenner, 
Jr., then Committee counsel, propounded the $64 
thousand question. 

“I think,” Tavenner said, “I will ask you at this 
time to give the Committee the names of the leaders 
of the Communist Party in St. Louis at the time you 
became a member or shortly thereafter.” 

Without hesitation Cortor began naming names and 
citing pedigrees. “Mr. Alfred Wagenknecht,” he said, 
“was district organizer of the Communist Party. His 
wife, Carolyn Drew, also was a leading party person- 
age. William and Antonia Sentner, Clara Wernick, 
Ralph Shaw and his wife Sarah, and Otto Miller.” He 
named many others. 

This is but an infinitesimal part of the information 
Cortor gave the Committee. He stated who held a 
particular position, when, and where. He gave the 
Communist Party’s objectives at specified times. More, 
the testimonies of the persons he named did much to 
verify his charges. 

Information of this nature to those interested in 
preserving the American Way of Life is extremely 
valuable. Thus, in cooperating with the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities, Cortor made a 
truly significant contribution toward making this a 
safer America. 

Another outstanding American, Francis E. Walter, 
United States Representative from Pennsylvania, 
tackles the problem on a national basis. As Chairman 
of the House Committee on Un-American Activities, he 
conducts hearings and disseminates information re- 
garding publications, organizations, and individuals 
alleged to be un-American. 

For instance: At the Buffalo, New York, hearing 
conducted by the Committee, Charles V. Regan, who 
had been an undercover agent for FBI, identified ap- 
proximately 75 individuals whom he had known as 
Communist Party members. To unmask Communists 
is to do Americanism a very real service. 

Walter exposes organizations, even the most power- 
ful, when to do so is in the public interest, “An im- 
portant focal point in the Communist campaign,” he

says, “of legal subversion is the National Lawyers 
Guild which has been operating on the American scene 
for more than twenty years as an alleged nationwide 
organization for ‘liberal’ lawyers concerned with hu- 
man rights in general and civil liberties in particular.” 

The House Committee, in a special 50-page report 
on the Guild in 1950 found that organization was in 
fact an ‘appendage of the Communist Party.” Its 
proclaimed “benevolent” purposes were designed to 
lure non-Communist lawyers into the organization 
where they would become subject to Communist influ- 
ence and would wittingly or unwittingly serve the 
Yommunist objectives. 

“In its day-to-day operations,” Walter says, “the 
Guild served as a ‘legal’ bulwark of the Communist 
Party, intervening in legal proceeding in behalf of 
Communist defendants and lobbying against legisla- 
tive and executive programs which would curb the ef- 
fectiveness of the Communist conspiracy in this 
country.” 

In an effort to inform the public regarding the 
Communist subversion in the United States, Waiter 
says: “Nineteen hundred and fifty-seven has been one 
of the greatest years of triumph for the Kremlin and 
its confederates throughout the free world. 

“The hearings and investigations of the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities have brought to 
light various aspects of these successes. Together they 
lead to the inescapable conclusion that the menace of 
international Communism increases each day.” 

Through such fearless action Walter has not only 
discovered the Kremlin agents’ modus operandi but 
has also exposed them. As a result, anyone who really 
wants to know the truth about the Communist con- 
spiracy in the United Statec can have the cold facts. 

The good Walter has done through this work is 
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inestimable. Every day he makes a material contri- 
bution to a safer America, 

One of the most spectacular examples of fighting 
for a safer America concerns David Whittaker Cham- 
bers. As a member of the Communist underground in 
Washington, he had many contacts with government 
officials. 

Came the day, however, when he broke with the 
party. And years passed. He became a top editor for 
Time magazine. Then the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities subpoenaed him. 

“I did not wish to testify before the House Com- 
mittee,’ Chambers reports in Witness. “I prayed that, 
if it were God’s will, | might be spared that ordeal.” 

When it was evident that he must appear before 
the Committee, certain possibilities occurred to him. 
“I could minimize whatever I had to say,” he thought, 
“in any case so that it amounted to little. The things 
I had to tell were ten years old and I had only to let 
the shadows, dust, and cobwebs conspicuously drape 
them to leave the stand unscathed.” 

That was temptation. Chambers had nothing per- 
sonal to gain by reporting fully and factuaily He 
had, however, much to lose—not only for himself 
but for his family as well. But Chambers turned to a 
man of high principle. 

“IT could not do it,” he decided. “I believe that | 
was not meant to be spared from testifying. I sensed, 
with a force greater than any fear or revulsion, that 
it was for this that my whole life had been lived. For 
this | had been a Communist, for this I had ceased 
to be a Communist.” 

So when he appeared before the House Committee, 
he named among others — Alger Hiss, then a high 
oflicial in the Department of State, as a member of a 
Communist cell in the Government. 

That was the touchstone. Almost at once Hiss ap- 
peared before the Committee and, in a convincing 
manner, forcefully denied the allegations. 

‘rom there on the case was touch-and-go. The pro- 
Hiss press set up a hue and cry that Chambers was 
falsely accusing an innocent and upright man, a loyal 
American, President Truman upheld Hiss. 

And Chambers, despite the fact that he swore he 
had been closely associated with Hiss —even to the 
extent of living in the Hiss home on certain occasions 

found himself with relatively little to corroborate 
his statements. 

Hiss denied the relationship. 
heard of Whittaker Chambers. 

The case progressed slowly but dramatically, Cham- 
bers finally produced documents in Hiss’ handwriting, 
damning microfilm which Chambers had hidden in a 
hollowed-out pumpkin on his farm, Then came the 
story of the telltale typewriter. And finally, as all the 
world knows, after two long, intense trials, Hiss went 
to prison. 


He swore he had never 


As a result of this investigation, the Government 
learned much regarding the Communist underground. 
And for this it has one man — David Whittaker Cham- 
bers—-to thank, Because he, when appearing before 
the House Comittee, chose to tell the full truth, he 
made a major contribution to a safer Americs 

However inspiring the Chambers story, that of 
Harold R. Medina outstrips it by far. He is the Judge 
who, in 1949 at New York, heard the world famous 
Communist trial. 

“The first thing that put me wise to what was com- 
ing,” Medina says of the trial, “was one day I got 
down somewhere around a quarter past eight and 
there was a delegation waiting to see me. A delega- 
tion of workers from some place in Ohio. And there

was anothcr delegation right after those fellows.” 

Medina tried to reason with the group but it was 
useless. And other delegations followed in rapid or- 
der, each one apparently more determined than its 
predecessor, to influence Medina, 

“They came from Maine, from Vermont, from Okla- 
homa, from Mississippi, from the Middle West, from 
the Far West, from the Dakotas, from everywhere. 
They were on my neck for three or four days. Two 
days | went without my lunch. I would go down in 
the courtroom, finish up the session there, and come 
up and there were delegations waiting.” 

The stakes were high. In Medina’s words: “Was 
the American traditional method of doing justice 
equal to the trial of Communists? That was the issue. 
A big issue because if they succeeded in knocking me 
out, in having some mistrial come about, then they 
could do it the next time and the next time and the 
next time. And you never, according to our consti- 
tutional and traditional methods of administering 
justice, could convict a Communist.” 

Medina refused to bow to the delegations. Then 
‘ame the first really big effort to break up the trial. 
A defendant was under cross-examination, The United 
States Attorney put a question to him and his lawyer 
objected. He pleaded his constitutional privilege to 
refuse to answer. 

“Well, now, Mr. Witness,” Medina said, “you didn’t 
have to take the witness stand, but you did. You 
testified on direct examination and to questions on 
cross-examination that are relevant to those you have 
to answer because you waived any rights about refus- 
ing to answer those. But I am going to think about 
this overnight. I don’t want to make a mistake. And 
you talk to your lawyer about it.” 

The showdown came the following morning. “It 
was Friday, June 3,” Medina says. “i shall never for- 
get it. When I went there in the morning, I could feel 
something in the atmosphere. You know when you 
feel the hair on the back of your neck going up a little 
bit, you know there is something going on.” 

Although the attorney withdrew his question of the 
previous day, it was evident that the crisis had not

HARRY TRUMAN HITS THE 
COMEBACK TRAIL FOR 1960

;(X-PRESIDENT Harry Truman is on the comeback 

trail— with a vengeance! Make no mistake about 
it, the Man from Independence means to be king-maker 
at the 1960 Democrat Convention. He is out to name 
the candidate and dictate the platform! In a way, 
as we shall later see, this may be good news to con- 
servatives. 

While we of Nationa Rerustic strongly disagree 
with many of the policies and methods of Mr. Truman, 
we greatly admire the spunk, the candor, the get-up- 
and-go, the lasting youthfulness, of Mr. Truman and 
our other ex-President, Herbert Hoover. Although 
poles apart in political convictions, Mr. Truman and 
Mr. Hoover are very much alike in their resistance to 
the encroachments of old age. 

At seventy-five, Truman is as cocky and cocksure 
as young Senator Hubert Humphrey of Minnesota, 
who, incidentally, is not the Missourian’s conception 
of what presidential timber is like. Never a shrinking 
violet, afflicted with the virtue of humility, Harry Tru- 
man is “feeling his oats” as never before. He thinks 
the whole world ought to know why he is the logical 
and indispensable man to call the shots at the 1960 
Democrat Convention in the new Sports Arena in Los 
Angeles. 

Harry Truman, so he thinks, and a lot of other peo- 
ple as well, proved his right to lead, if not dictate, at 
the forlorn Democrat pow-wow of 1956. It was a 
foregone conclusion that hapless, hopeless Adlai Ste- 
venson would be cast into the political arena to take 
another drubbing from General Eisenhower. But Tru- 
man was determined it had to happen against his best 
judgment. In an extraordinary press conference just 
before Convention-time, the sage of Independence flatly 
declared that Stevenson was “no fighter,” couldn’t lick 
a postage stamp, and in a return ballot contest with 
Ike would get swamped worse than he did in 1952. 
Democrats gasped at the time, but when the election 
tallies bore out the Truman prediction, they simply 
concluded that the man from Missouri who had foiled 
them all in 1942 was at it again! 

With his usual political cunning, Harry Truman is 
already laying the groundwork for taking over and 
running the big show in 1960. With characteristic 
shrewdness, he hied himself to the West Coast and 
used the University of California at Los Angeles as a 
springboard for the one-man drive for personal politi- 
cal dominance in 1960. It will be recalled that the ace 
Soviet propagandist, Mikoyan, had also used the state 
university campus as a soapbox, after he was welcomed 
to California by Governor Pat Brown. Readers of 
Nationat Repustic will recall our setting forth of 
the sense of outrage felt by Christians in California 
when this same Pat Brown, as Attorney-General, ruled 
that it was “unlawful” to mention the name of God 
in prayer on any tax-supported school campus in the 
state. God is ruled off taxpayers’ property, but this 
same property is freely turned over to foreign Reds 
and domestic pinks to be subjected to political exploi- 
tation for left-wing purposes.

Any- 
thing done on the university campus, of course, has 
enormous influence on young voters, as well as the 
nation as a whole, 

We mentioned earlier that Truman’s new bid for 
Democrat Party leadership may be “good news” for 
conservatives. One reason is that, at least, Harry Tru- 
man speaks out bluntly and boldly. He lets all listen- 
ers know that his definition of a “liberal” Democrat is 
one who faithfully follows one of the important ele- 
ments of the Communist Party Line. In his widely 
advertised speech to University of California students, 
the ex-President flatly declared that the Congressional 
Committee Investigating Un-American Activities is 
itself “the most un-American thing we have in this 
country today.” 

That, of course, is the Communist Party line, plain 
and unadulterated. The anti-Communists are the 
“un-Americans.” Leftists feel it is not un-American 
to be a Communist and work for Communism, but it 
is supremely “un-American” to fight, expose and 
oppose Communism. Cyrus Eaton, Red Russia’s cap- 
italistic buddy-buddy, never said it plainer, even af- 
ter huddling with the Moscow masters of deception 
themselves. 

Harry Truman, apparently, wants to make this a 
major issue in 1960: attack and abuse anti-Commu- 
nists, thereby giving comfort to the Communist enemy 
in our midst. All conservative Americans must, at 
least, be glad that Truman brings this issue out in the 
forefront. 

With his usual bad taste and bad manners, the ex- 
President spent a good share of his time maligning 
and slandering the memory of the late Senator Joe 
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McCarthy. Abusing the dead is hardly what one 
would expect even from this bitter old politician who 
applied the vilest epithet in the English language to 
Ohio’s popular Democrat Senator, Frank Lausche, who 
saved Harry Truman from almost certain defeat in 
1948. The former President is the kind of man who 
never forgives a kindness or a helping hand. In his 
speech to students, the denouncer of investigators of 
Communist conspirators reached far back into history 
to smear the good name and patriotic record of one of 
the all-time great men of his own party, A. Mitchell 
Palmer, the competent and courageous Attorney-Gen- 
eral under President Wilson, who effectively smashed 
the Communist revolutionary conspiracy following 
World War I. At that time, there were few men in 
our country or the world who understood how the Red 
termites operate, Catching free nations by surprise, 
the Bolshevik movement came within a hair’s breadth 
of taking over Germany and several other European 
and South American countries. Operating with the 
smooth efficiency later identified with J. Edgar Hoover 
and the F.B.L., A. Mitchell Palmer broke up the Com- 
munist criminal conspiracy. 


Coupling Palmer with McCarthy as enemies of the 
liberal (Communist?) cause, Mr. Truman possibly did 
the nation a favor, unknowingly, in focusing a little 
attention on what happened following World War I 
and the Bolshevik Revolution in Russia. Following 
the patriotic counsel of Attorney-General Palmer and 
Secretary of State Bainbridge Colby, President Wilson 
sternly declared that the United States would not 
recognize the bloody criminal gang in control of the 
Moscow government in Soviet Russia. America’s non- 
recognition of Red Russia was the biggest factor in 
“containing” the aggressive Soviet power until 1933, 
when a Truman-type liberal (soft-toward-Communism ) 
Roosevelt Administration extended recognition to the 
Communist Kremlin. From that day to this, Commu- 
nism has been on the march in this country and 
throughout the world. 


After violently abusing the patriotic anti-Commu- 
nists of this generation and the preceding one, Harry 
Truman denounced the “loyalty” oath required of 
students securing college scholarships and of some 
faculty members, along with other public officials. 
According to the former President, loyalty pledges 
are “silly” and “ridiculous” and “outrageous.” The 
answer came in a letter written to the Los Angeles 
Times by a university student who had fought in Korea. 
He wanted to know where Truman and other aging 
“liberals” would be today if young men did not take 
seriously and solemnly their vows of loyalty to our 
flag when they shed their blood to defend America 
in World War I, World War II, and in the Korean 
conflict. 


In opposing loyalty oaths and the patriotic work 
of the Committee of Congress Investigating un-Amer- 
ican Activities, Truman, inferentially, gave aid and 
comfort to the Dave Becks, the Harry Bridges, the 
crooks, gangsters, Communists, and racketeers for 
they, too, hide behind the Fifth Amendment while rid- 
iculing and sneering at loyalty to Americanism. But 
here again, Truman did the cause of patriotism a fa- 
vor, because he brings back to mind the wise observa- 
tion of Bernard Baruch, the Democrat Party elder 
statesman, close friend and counsellor of Woodrow 
Wilson, who soured on Harry Truman when the latter 
moved away from time-tested Americanism in the di- 
rection of so-called liberal pinkoism. Baruch summed 
up the whole matter when he said that no one would 
refuse to take an oath of loyalty to our Flag unless he

had something to hide, was guilty of some form of un- 
Americanism. 

Listening to Truman’s harangue to the university 
students, one got the clear idea that Truman Liberal- 
ism means helping to cover up for subversives, while 
throwing rocks at all Committees and Agencies of 
Government that are working to curtail, control, and 
suppress Communism in our midst, 

The late Senator Carter Glass, Democrat of Vir- 
ginia, said a liberal was one who is generous in squan- 
dering other people’s money. Truman has hung the 
label of “spendthrift” and “squandermania” on his 
own liberal Democrats in a way that is more convinc- 
ing than anything conservatives could conceivably say. 
The Eisenhower budget calls for spending forty bil- 
lion dollars for national defense and safeguarding the 
peace. But, according to Truman, this is not nearly 
enough. Solemnly he warned against, “pinching pen- 
nies at a bargain counter.” Shoveling out forty bil- 
lion dollars of taxpayers’ money is “pinching pennies” 
according to this quick-spend artist with the taxpay- 
ers’ money. Well, if that is the real meaning of lib- 
eralism, and the oppressed taxpayers can be made to 
understand it, 1960 should be a good year for con- 
servatives. 

Conservative Americans, of both parties, have long 
suspected that Truman-type liberals favor spending 
money for the sheer wasteful sake of spending; they 
favor high taxes as a means of “soaking” the thrifty 
and hard-working, for the benefit of a bureaucratic 
machine supplying soft jobs to loafers, parasites, and 
regimenters of other people’s lives. Truman’s inflated 
nonsense about forty billion dollars being mere “pen- 
nies” is the finest kind of argument in favor of Ike’s 
call for a balanced budget, for efficiency and economv 
in government, for an end to wasteful spending, :. | 
for an ultimate cut in taxes.

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BARBERS and barbershops have changed a lot since 
the Civil War. It would be pretty hard to find 
one today that’s anything like they used to be not so 
very long ago. When you go for a trim now, you get 
fast and efficient service from barbers who know their 
business. 


The old-timers knew their business, too, but it was 
an entirely different kind of business, It had none of 
the modern conveniences that make it so easy to have 
your hair cut. But it was real fun to go to the bar- 
ber’s when Great-grandpa was a kid, because the shops 
were so full of interesting things. 

They were a sort of combination club and museum, 
where gentlemen and loafers gathered to discuss any- 
thing and everything or to examine the barber’s weird 
and wonderful display. They also gave a fine oppor- 
tunity for self-advertisement, where customers could 
show-off without being in the least offensive. 

Besides cutting hair, which seems to have been more 
or less of an after-thought in most places, the barber 
also practiced the wig-maker’s art. And he was a 
sort of doctor, too, as his gaudy red-and-white striped 
pole proves today. 

Believe it or not, this sign really belongs outside of 
a doctor’s office, for it has nothing to do with barber- 
ing. It is a souvenir of the late Middle Ages when the 
barber was allowed to practice blood-letting. 

Part of his equipment at such times were a number 
of white cloths which became badly stained during his 
work. Afterwards, he would hang them in front of 
his shop to dry, sometimes wrapping them around a 
pole so they wouldn’t blow away. Later, the cloths 
and the pole together became the sign by which the 
barber was known, especially to strangers. 

But if you think blood-letting was only practiced 
during the Dark Ages, you can think again. It was 
practiced right here in this country up to fairly recent 
times, and on some pretty illustrious people, too. 
George Washington is said to have died as much from 
excessive blood-letting as from the throat ailment he 
was suffering at the time. 

You can see from this that barbering is no Johnny- 
come-lately among the professions. It’s actually one 
of the oldest trades known to man, reaching back to at 
least the 6th century B.C. and is mentioned in the Old 
Testament — Ezekiel 5:1. It was practiced in Greece 
during the 5th century and in Rome in the 2nd cen- 
tury — B.C., not A.D.! 

There were barbershops in this country quite early. 
The Pennsylvania Archives tell us that in 1702 four 
barbers were heavily fined for cutting hair on Sunday. 
This may have helped along the formation of a Bar- 
ber’s Union here in America. 

Among other rules agreed upon by members of this 
union was one forbidding the shaving of customers or 
dressing of their wigs on Sunday morning. To break 
this rule for any reason meant a penalty of ten pounds. 

In New England, the barber was not looked upon 
with much favor by the early Pilgrim Fathers, who 
hid behind full beards in the style of Moses. They 
taught that whiskers marked a man of distinction,

setting him apart from a tradesman or laborer. This 
belief was angrily denounced by the clean-shaven 
Puritans, and it became a point of hot argument be- 
tween the two sects. 

But the Pilgrims appear to have had a powerful ar- 
gument on their side. This was the difficulty, not to 
mention agony, of shaving with the iron instruments 
of those days. So the Puritans called on the church 
to back them up, and one grave old preacher declared 
in a sermon that God had imposed the duty of a 
upon men to compensate for the pains of childbi 
imposed upon women. 

Since the Pilgrims didn’t shave, they escaped this 
“duty,” thereby throwing the Divine plan out of gear. 
Steel razors and blades have since come along for the 
further convenience of men, but so have child-birth 
drugs for women. This puts things pretty much at 
evens again. 

When wigs were the fashion, the barber earned most

of his living by making and caring for them. But the 
wig doomed the whiskers, for they didn’t go well to- 
gether, and a clean-shaven face became the mark of a 
gentleman. Then wigs went out and whiskers came 
back again, but not for long. Shortly after Grant’s 
death, they faded out again like the Cheshire Cat and 
have stayed out ever since, except for individual cases. 

Besides being a tonsorial parlor, the early barber- 
shop was also a kind of museum. Instead of news- 
papers and magazines for the diversion of waiting cus- 
tomers, the proprietor provided other things of inter- 
est. These included many objets d’art that were both 
entertaining and edifying. 

An amazing and almost unbelievable collection could 
be found in these old shops. The display included 
models of famous ships, Indian bows and arrows, war 
clubs, and canoe paddles. But these were only a sort 
of entree to the main educational fare provided. 
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Here you could find prints of historical sea battles, 
mostly American. Also pictures of great military 
leaders and statesmen, both American and foreign, 
frowned down on you. And there were all kinds of 
political and trade cartoons, some drawn by the barber 
himself, along with samples of his poetry. 


You could find horns and heads, teeth and tusks of 
various animals, even the stuffed body of some smali 
bird or animal. There were also live birds in cages, 
such as canaries, cockatoos, along with some native 
birds. Their chirping and singing must have bright- 
ened the place for everybody. 


Nor is this all, not even a large part of the display. 


These exhibits were intended for paying customers, 
but they also drew idlers and loafers who made the 
shop a sort of club, They gathered to discuss anything 
on which they could lay tongue — social events, poli- 
tics, fashions (of both men and women), scandals of 
all kinds, ete, 

The barber seldom tried to discourage the forma- 
tion of such a club, for he was a full member himself 
and as great a talker as anybody else. No doubt, this 
is when the expression “to barber” was born, meaning 
to talk excessively on any subject. Modern barbers 
may be far ahead in service, but none of them can 
even approach these old-timers in loquacity. 


The equipment of these old shops would seem pretty 
primitive to a modern tonsorial expert. Naturally, 
there was neither steam heat nor running water, for 
these conveniences had not yet been born. The shop 
was a single small room, heated in winter by a small 
stove or an open fireplace. 

The stove served a double purpose, being also used 
to heat the water for shaving, using a tea kettle or a 
small tank. But since this made it necessary to keep 
the fire going all day and every day, the shop must 
have felt something like the interior of a blast-fur- 
nace on a summer day, especially when there were 
many customers to serve. 


Naturally, the chair in no way suggested the com- 
fortable, tilting contraption of the future, what we 
have now. It was just an ordinary kitchen chair, 
usually without arms, and the customer didn’t even 
have the protection of an apron, 


A better and stronger armchair came along later, 
with the eddition of a foot-rest. Small children sat 
on a board laid across the chair arms. There was also 
a long bench against one wall for the accommodation 
of waiting customers, but some preferred to wander 
around the shop inspecting the exhibits. 

And there was a dressing table, too, with a large 
mirror over it, holding an assortment of combs and 
brushes. Here, the customer was expected to straight- 
en himself out after being served, for this was not 
considered part of the barber’s job. 

Not until nearly the end of the nineteenth century 
did each barber in a shop get for himself a place on a 
long, marble-topped shelf, here to keep his comb, brush 
and shears, along with two bottles that looked like 
Rhine wine bottles. One bottle held bay rum, the other 
witch hazel, 

The shelves of white shaving mugs were fully as 
interesting and curious as any Of the varied exhi- 
bitions. ‘They stood in neat rows, each with its own- 
er’s name on the side, often painted in gold-leaf, They 
offered a fine opportunity, which was rarely over- 
looked, for personal advertisement. 

Rarely overlooked, that is, by the wealthy and im-

portant who usually added all kinds of decorations 
to their name on the mug, these included flowers, 
wreaths, intricate bands, and the like, also some mark 
of their profession, 


But ordinary citizens had no such illusions of grand- 
eur. They were satisfied with their white mugs, which 
were distinguished only by their name in plain letters. 


A man’s worth in the community could easily be 
determined by a glance at the shaving mugs on the 
shelves of any barbershop. But it made no difference 
whether the mug belonged to the Governor or the shoe- 
maker, the proprietor handled them all alike. Each 
was washed and polished daily and stood there on the 
shelf with its fellows. 


A large part of the early barber's trade came from 
dressing the hair of women, but popular male de- 
mand made the shops forbidden ground for the fair 
sex. So these customers were taken care of by wo- 
men barbers who did it in the customer’s own home. 
However, the ladies got even! 

Several women invaded the barber’s field during the 
day of the “Bloomer Girls,” and for a while they had 
plenty of customers. But this patronage fell away 
rapidly until they were forced out of business. It 
was said that they weren’t popular with men, but it’s 
possible the men’s wives had something to do with it. 

There have been many queer styles of male hair-do 
at one time or another. Near the end of the eighteenth 
century, it was fashionable to brush the hair from 
the crown toward the forhead. This was exactly re- 
versed during President Jackson’s administration, He 
combed his hair straight back without parting it, and 
this became the male style. 

“Soap locks” was another unusual style— close- 
clipped in back clear to the crown and growing very 
long on either side of the head and face. In the half- 
shingle, the hair was allowed to grow long then was 
close-clipped on top and curled all over the head. 

These old barbershops are gone now. In their place 
we have the much better, cleaner, more efficient ton- 
sorial parlors of today. We have more comfortable 
furniture, and the barbers are far superior to the old- 
timers and give faster, ard better service. 

But progress and efficieacy have their price, and it’s 
sometimes pretty steep in nostalgia, for those stuffed 
animals, live birds, cartoons, devil-masks, and the 
rest of that unbelievable display on the barber’s shelves 
must have been interesting .. .

He has forcibly pointed out on sev- 
eral occasions that it is not numerical strength alone 
on the part of the organized Communist Party that 
counts, but their underground conspiracy, which is so 
difficult to discover and to expose.

“legal” body, which can be readily detected, and an 
“illegal” or secret body which can only be detected 
from within, These undercover F.B.I. agents, while 
frequently discovered by the Reds and purged some- 
times, or brought out in the open by the FBI itself so 
as to expose the dangerous Red pilots to public light, 
and thereby alert the people of our country, have done 
an excellent job of spying on the Reds.

lic to believe that he is an alarmist and exaggerator, 
the Reds thereby dope the people into more compla- 
cency, so they can continue their plots. 

The latest warning by the director of the FBI in the 
latter part of May, is equally as alarming as hereto- 
fore, and it should not be scoffed at. It should be 
taken to heart by evagy Red-blooded American who 
wants this free country of ours to remain on guard 
against what has happened to the peoples of sixteen 
other nations where they slept until the dawn of Com- 
munism had arisen and who now rest their future as 
slaves of a Godless dictatorship. 

Mr. Hoover warns that American Communists, un- 
der Soviet discipline more than ever, are now emerg- 
ing from underground with a renewed drive to re- 
cruit young people and workers in vital industries. 

He says that the Reds are “still retaining an under- 
ground organization,” but they also “are now coming 
out more openly, trying to infiltrate into labor or- 
ganizations and other areas where their influence can 
be most severely felt. 


He says that the membership drive is aimed partly 
at forming a new youth group and infiltrating basic 
industries like steel, shipping, automobiles and trans- 
portation. 

“The Communist aim is, of course, to eat into our 
economic life and our freedom,” the FBI chief said in 
an interview with Sen. George A, Smathers (D-Fla.) 
for broadcast on Florida radio and television stations. 

In a related development, the Senate Internal Se- 
curity Subcommittee issued a staff report pointing to 
a tightening of Soviet control over the American Com- 
munist Party. The report said this was part of a 
veiled revival of the Communist International, world- 
wide network which Moscow supposedly dissolved in 
1943. 

Communists From U.S.A. Meet In Moscow 


The report said that attendance of American Com- 
munists at the Moscow meeting earlier this year was 
“permitted and encouraged” by the Kremlin. 

“The Soviet Government has permitted and encour- 
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aged meetings on its soil of 84 Communist and Work- 
ers’ parties,” the Subcommittee staff report said, “The 
dominant tenor of these conferences was one of hos- 
tility to the United States and encouragement to sub- 
versive action against our Government, and interfer- 
ence in our internal affairs.” 

The Senate report said “the Russian conferences laid 
the basis for the revival of the Communist Party, 
U.S.A., as an actual supporter if not an admitted 
affiliate.” 

Subcommittee Chairman James O. Eastland (D- 
Miss.) said in an accompanying statement the Soviet 
rulers, while preaching “peaceful co-existence,” also 
were “conducting a behind-the-scenes revival of the 
Communist International to intensify their attacks on 
the United States and the Free World.” 

Eastland said the Comintern, later the Cominform, 
once abolished, had been revived more recently, as the 
“Conference of Communist and Workers’ Parties.” 
He said this meant “that the Soviet Communists are 
once again tightening the control they have always 
held on Communist parties throughout the world, in- 
cluding the Communist Party, U.S.A.” 

At least five American Communists were present in 
Moscow during the February meeting of the Confer- 
ence of Communist and Workers Parties, held in con- 
junction with the February Congress of the Com- 
munist Party of the Soviet Union. 

Secret instructions for a general campaign to un- 
dermine the United States and for the scizure of cer- 
tain governments to our South, planned in Moscow 
during the conference have come to light in recent 
weeks in South America, The Communist Party of 
America is mentioned in these documents, as to the 
part it shall play. 

The railroads are the latest field to be infiltrated 
by Communists in the United States, J. Edgar Hoover, 
Director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, told 
the House Appropriations Committee during a recent 
hearing. 


Ex-Convicts Active in Red Ranks 


Bringing the committee up to date on Red activities, 
Director Hoover said: “While claiming to be a legiti- 
mate political organization on the American scene, 
the Communist Party, U.S.A., retains ex-convicts in 
positions of leadership; refuses to furnish information 
concerning its membership and records; utilizes elab- 
orate security measures to conceal its operations; and 
vigorously promotes front groups, as well as other 
concealed outlets for the furtherance of its clandestine 
pursuits, Diligent efforts are being made to infil- 
trate Negro and labor groups, so as to create agitation 
and confusion. In recent months, the railroad indus- 
try has been singled out as one of the primary targets 
for Communist penetration.” 

At the present time the FBI has 155 known or sus- 
pected Communist-front organizations under investi- 
gation. “These front groups,” he said, “provide a fer- 
tile auxiliary corps of dupes, sympathizers, misguided 
pseudoliberals and others, who may be enlisted to as- 
sist the criminal Communist conspiracy without being 
identified with the movement as such.” 

“He continued: “In the United States today, many 
dedicated Marxists are not carried as active Party 
members. These include some Americans of consider- 
able wealth who have been financial ‘angels’ to the 
Communist Party-USA and many of its fronts, lending 
support through contributions of considerable sums 
of money. 

“Supplementing this group are some men and wo- 
men who pretend to be interested in supporting meas-

ures to solve racial, labor, and general welfare prob- 
lems. The truth is that such people are closely allied 
to subversive forces in this Nation and are exploiting 
shamelessly racial, labor and welfare issues in car- 
rying out the Communist Party line.” 


Institute Foiled In Tax-Exempt Move 


The Institute of Pacific Relations which for years, 
it has been charged, carried on a pro-Soviet propa- 
ganda activity, recently lost two attempts to regain 
its lost tax-exempt status. The organization has posed 
as and still claims to be an “educational” organiza- 
tion. In 1957 the Institute was listed among other 
groups in a report of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities, entitled “Guide to Subversive 
Organizations.” It was also investigated and thor- 
oughly exposed by the McCarthy Committee. 

A tax-exempt status was enjoyed by the organiza- 
tion from October, 1927, to May, 1955, On May 25 
of the latter year the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue revoked the status, At that time he pointed out 
that the organization had not operated exclusively 
for educational purposes and that to a “substantial 
extent” had engaged in the “dissemination of contro- 
versial and partisan propaganda.” The Commissioner 


further said: “It appears you have attempted to influ- 
ence, directly or indirectly, the policies or actions of 
government and of government officials.”

the coasts of England and France, preyed on the 
Baltic states and even penetrated far into what after- 
wards became Russia and is now the Soviet Union, the 
word “Dane-Geld” came into being. It meant the 
tribute paid to the Danes to go away. 

The gangsters and racketeers have used the same 
system and call it “protection.” And from what the 
Senate Committee investigating such actions is bring- 
ing out, there are still individuals who do not recog- 
nize the fact — pointed out by Kipling in his poem 
“Dane-Geld” — that “If once you have paid him the 
Dane-Geld, You never get rid of the Dane.” 

As a nation, however, we have not paid anyone 
Dane-Geld — except at Yalta, And we do not intend 
to make that same mistake again. 

But on May second of this very year, there was a 
demand for Dane-Geld. Not from Khrushchev. He is 
far too indirect for a clear-cut demand. But from a 
man who had just been welcomed to our shores and 
treated like an honored guest — Fidel Castro, the new 
ruler of Cuba. 

He made his demand in a speech to the Committee 
of 21, the economic branch of the Organization of the 
American States, declaring that the United States 
should provide $30 billion over a ten-year period to 
achieve economie stability in Latin America. He asked 
that the $30 billion come from public funds and not 
from private investment. The hint of Dane-Geld was 
worded: “What would America be if the constitutional 
governments of today fell into the hands of armed mi- 
norities ?” 

Of course he got nowhere with the OAS. The major- 
ity of the states are showing signs of dubiousness about 
this self-styled “Apostle of Freedom.” And many are 
wondering why he rails so at dictators when he has 
refused Cuba elections. Many had sympathy for the 
Cubans revolting against Batista, but few can see that 
Castro’s revolution has been anything more than a 
change of dictatorships from the right to the left. 

Much has been written and much has been said about 
Castro being a Communist. Not having proof of his 
Communist Party membership, we make no charges. 
The Nationa Rerusuic has always stood for the docu- 
mentation of all facts. 

But this much is absolutely certain. The Moscow 
Radio and its kept press has been pro-Castro, The 
Cuban Communist Party openly supports him and has 
announced that support as have other Latin American 
Communist Parties. Fidel Castro is known to have 
been associated with Communists for many years. He 
has worked with them, broken bread with them and 
slept under their roofs. There are proven Communists 
among his subordinates — and by proven we mean they 
have openly admitted their affiliations. 

His brother has been behind the Iron Curtain as the 
guest of the Russians and has attended some of their 
international conclaves. He says that does not make 
him a Communist. Perhaps it does not. 

But in sizing up Fidel and Raul Castro and their 
closest associates there comes to mind the comment of 
an old-timer in a similar situation. “If I see a bird 
waddle like a duck, swim like a duck, quack like a 
duck, and associate only with ducks, then J think he’s 
a duck.” 


Fidel Castro has said he does not agree with Com- 
munism, If this is so, then why does he not prove it? 

Anyway, in the meantime, We will not pay Dane- 
Geld! 


Are We Too Far-Sighted? 


ASTRO, that same Cuban leader who wants us to 

pay Dane-Geld lest there be changes in the govern- 
ments of Latin America, is now ridiculing the fact 
that so much attention was given to the ninety-man 
invasion of Panama. He seemed to feel that the OAS, 
of which the United States is a member, should have 
stayed at home. 

Our Government was indeed commendably far-sight- 
ed on this occasion. The Panama Canal is a vital part 
of our national defense and any armed attack upon 
Panama — or, indeed, any commotion which threatens 
to disturb the flow of traffic through the Canal — re- 
quires immediate attention. 

It does not seem feasible, or plausible, to assume 
that Castro was back of this ill-timed and ill-manned 
expedition. However, it would hardly have been pos- 
sible for the invasion force to have set sail from Cuba 
without the knowledge of some of Castro’s men. Per- 
haps he really is ignorant of what is going on among 
his followers! Perhaps there are subversive elements 
working behind his back! Perhaps he will discover 
some day that he who accepts Communist support rides 
on the back of the tiger. 

But, enough of Castro. He is only a symptom of the 
disease that is stirring up the world to such an extent 
that our eyes are of necessity focussed on distant ob- 
jects — Tibet, Iraq, Berlin, Taiwan, Nyasaland and 
so forth around the globe. 

Might it not be a good idea to also adjust our vision 
to what is happening near at hand? Perhaps a myopic 
view would show us the Communists boring into our 
own social structure. 

There have been Supreme Court reversals in the 
cases of Communists — reversals which have even 
stirred that august and slow-moving body, the Amer- 
ican Bar Association, into action. 

There has been the withdrawal of passport con- 
trols which have permitted access to the Soviet and to 
the countries behind the Iron Curtain, to those who, 
retaining their American passports and availing them- 
selves of the privilege of American citizenship, have 
given their spiritual —if it can be called by such a 
word — allegiance to an active ideology whose aim is 
to destroy our freedom. These people have also been 
assured of freedom to return to our shores with God 
only knows what new deviltries in mind. 

There has been evidence piled upon evidence of 
steady and consistent infiltration of all medias of 
communication and education. Yet the people who 
have pointed out what is happening have been sub- 
jected to derision and to scorn, 

J. Edgar Hoover, himself, has pointed out the cur- 
rent menace, and so have others of standing and of 
reputation for conservative statement. However, those 
who should see and act have far too often been swayed 
by the fear of being called “Red-baiter” or “persecuter 
of freedom of thought.” So little has been done. 

There is more than one kind of an invasion. By all 
means should our Government forestall armed inva- 
sion of our friends and neighbors. But also it should 
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be a litthe more myopic and ward off the invasion at 
home! 


First, Aid To Our Industry 


W ORLD Trade has been one of the principal sub- 

jects in conversation, over the air, and in print 
during the past month. To some it has been a crusade, 
to others a panacea for all economic ills. And the 
suggestions as to what should be done have been more 
than usually varied. 

There have been many reasons for this interest. To 
name but a few, there are Senatorial hearings on the 
question of foreign aid, the United States World Trade 
Fair in New York City, the meeting of the Interna- 
tional Chamber of Commerce, followed by the meeting 
of the United States Chamber of Commerce, and, con- 
cluding, the week of May eleventh with the meeting of 
the signatories to GATT (the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade). 

The ICC took the stand that the most effective means 
of preventing inflationary price rises is to permit an 
unbridled flow of imports into our country and to en- 
courage American industrial investments abroad to 
increase the competition of producers abroad. The 
United States Chamber, on the other hand, adopted 
a resolution calling for stiffening up on such imports 
from abroad that are adversely affecting our own in- 
dustries. 

The proponents of more and still more foreign aid 
to “underdeveloped” nations — as well as to our best 
competitors — have seemed to overlook completely the 
adverse effect of such aid on American industries. 

Needless to say, the GATT meeting will find us in 
the minority, and affords little hope for the hard-hit 
industries in our own country. 

We do not question the need of some foreign aid — 
but need that aid be expended to subsidize industries 
abroad in direct competition with our own? 

Nor do we question the importance of a certain 
amount of world trade, nor its vital part in the whole 
of the free enterprise system, But can our industries 
properly compete with those of other nations where 
our foreign aid funds are subsidizing the foreign end 
of the competition? 

We are properly proud of our high standard of liv- 
ing, of our high wage rates, If we want to keep them, 
we must protect them, not by penalizing tariffs — but 
by tariffs that put them on an equal basis with our 
production costs. Then will we have really free enter- 
prise and “reciprocal” trade in the larger sense. 

There is no question but that United States exports 
are deeply declining and that imports of foreign goods 
are rapidly rising. The figures are all too clear. 

It is also all too clear that if our industries go 
down, there will be no source of money for foreign or 
home front aid. No money for hand-outs of any kind. 
No money for high wages. No money for pensions. 

Isn’t it about time we began to give thought to aid 
to our own industries? They need aid FIRST — for 
without them we are completely sunk.

Do We Want More Unemployment? 


RECENT newspaper survey indicates that unem- 

ployment may be a long-lasting plague; that our 
population has so increased it has created a problem 
of more people than jobs. The estimates from accred- 
ited sources have it that we have no positive relief in 
sight from the slide to lesser jobs or an increasing 
population. As a matter of fact, the estimates are 
to the contrary. 

With wages ever increasing and with a growing pa- 
ternalism in government, most of our industries are 
looking to new machines to speed up production to 
lower the per unit price of their products in order 
that they may more freely compete with the low- 
salaried workers’ products from abroad, As the pop- 
ulation grows and as jobs diminish, the problem of a 
free government operating jointly, and at the same 
time in competition with Communist and Socialist 
governments broaches a problem that must be serious- 
ly considered. With these conditions facing us, the 
people of this country are being asked to dig deeper 
and shell out more millions and to open their doors 
wider for foreign aid—aid to some forty or more 
million so-called “refugees”, or as others label them 
“displaced people.” 

The people of the United States have deep sympa- 
thy for many of the “displaced people” who have for 
some reason failed to return to their pre-war homes. 

The American people will continue to do their bit in 
these respects, but they feel we have already taken a 
sufficient number of displaced into our own economy. 
The unemployment figures indicate that in so doing 
we have created a vast number of “displaced Amer- 
icens.” We know from experience that when an alien 
arrives in the United States and takes a job, a native 
is displaced, either retired under old age or cast out 
into the unemployed ranks. 
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THE FLAG TROPHIES OF OUR NATION 


The arrangements of the stars and stripes have

STRANGELY enough, among nations of the world, 

the United States has the oldest of flags. The de- 
signs or the emblems of other countries have changed 
since Congress adopted the present Star Spangled 
Banner on June 14, 1777, 182 years ago. John Adams 
proposed that Congress adopt a resolution that gave 
the Republic its first official flag. 

Of the romantic story of Old Glory, most Americans 
are familiar, yet there are scores of flags that have 
played a conspicuous role in the history of the country 
with which we are not so familiar. These prized tro- 
phies today comprise the great exhibits preserved for 
posterity in Trophy Hall, at the United States Naval 
Academy, Annapolis, Maryland, and in the United 
States National Museum, Washington. 

“Twas many and many a year ago,” somewhere on 
land or sea that brave men fought and died that their 
countrymen might see the visible trophies of their 
victories. Yet in the midst of the wonderful collection 
of the souvenirs of battle that are placed in perma- 
nent exhibition at Annapolis, are many of the nation’s 
unknown trophies. Flags that were captured in for- 
gotten engagements are hung in cases beside those 
whose glorious history is well known to every school 
boy and girl. 

Strangely enough, two of these flags of forgotten 
battles are British. One is a Jack marked “Avon” 
and nothing more; the other is an ensign of a warship 
and is marked “Beresford.” From the condition of 
both of these flags it is supposed that they date back 
to the War of 1812, yet history provides no record of 
ships bearing those names being sent to American 
waters by Britain. 

Another of the mystery flags is known as the “814” 
flag. In great white figures this number appears on a 
field of blue, and the entire flag is bordered with red. 
From some engagement in the war with the Moorish 
pirates the flag that the officers at Annapolis came to 
call the “house flag” seems to have come. Yet no one : :

Still the politicians of the day failed to warm up 
to the idea of preserving these flags until the tattered

First at the masthead of the Lawrence, it gave the sig- 
nal for the beginning of the battle, and later, when the 
ship was sunk by the fire of the British, Perry carried 
the flag over his arm as he rowed to the Niagara. 
“This is the battle-flag under which I wish to fight,” 
he declared. 

Around this historic relic of two great naval heroes 
are the captured flags that date back to the wonderful 
campaign of Lake Erie. From all of the captured ships 
of Captain Barclay, who led the British squadron, the 
flags have been preserved. This list is a long and 
glorious one. As one consults the numbers and the 
catalog, he reads that here are the flags of the Detroit, 
the Chippewa, the Hunter, the Little Belt, the Lady 
Prevost, the Queen Charlotte, and a number of others. 

Nor are the lake battles the only Ones which have 
given their trophies to serve as reminders through the 
years of past valor. The Jack, the ensign and the pen- 
nant of the Guerriere recall the first successful action 
of an American warship on the high seas. “Old Iron- 
sides” in her first battle with this ship that the British 
had captured a year before from the French, made 
her first great success and brought home these historic 
trophies. 

Then on down through the war with the Algerian 
pirates, through the campaign against the Chinese pi- 
rates, through the expedition that went to Korea to 
mete out punishment for the destruction of the trading 
ship Sherman, into the days of our own later fighting 
against the Filipinos, the two World Wars and Korea, 
the tropies are here and preserved so that time can 
never harm them, as quiet, effective reminders of the 
sacrifices made by American Naval heroes of the past. 

These tattered flags of past years recall many for- 
gotten incidents of historic importance, Although the 
United States and France never declared war upon 
each other, yet among the trophies are two French 
tri-colors, the ensigns of the frigate L’Insurgente and 
the corvette Le Berceau. In 1799 and 1800 the United 
States Government backed with force the protests of 
New England ship-owners against the searching of 
their vessels by foreign warships for the naturalization 
papers of seamen. So without a declaration of war a 
clash occurred between two French vessels and two 
American frigates, the Constellation and the Boston, 
and the French ships were captured. 

A group of wonderfully decorative Oriental flags 
and pennants is formed by the trophies of our navy’s 
two great expeditions to the Far East. Here is the 
Chinese pirate’s flag taken by the crew of a pinnace 
from a battery at Coolan on the Island of Tylo, near 
Hong Kong. There are upwards of thirty brilliant 
trophies of Rear-Admiral John Roger’s Korean expe- 
dition in 1871, and an enormous black silk flag bear- 
ing a legend in scarjet Chinese characters recalls to 
mind the heroic work of the American legation guard 
at Pekin during the Boxer Rebellion in 1900. 

There are a few “Old Glories” in the interesting 
collection of historic flags, but each of these is con- 
nected with some incident that gives it the honor of 
its position, There is the thirty-one-starred flag that 
flew as an ensign beside the sunrise flag of Japan 
when the close-shut door of that island kingdom was 
pried open for American commerce. The old flag that 
Lieut. Charles Haywood defended so gallantly in 1847 
at San Jose, Lower California, is there to recall the 
story of how he and his tiny garrison held an old mis- 
sion house for three months against an overwhelming 
Mexican force. 

Here and there, too, are reminders of history’s sad- 
dest war—the Civil War—in which brother fought

brother. Side by side in one case are draped the en- 
sign of the Union man-of-war Kearsage and the stars 
and bars of the ensign of the Confederate cruiser A/lbe- 
marle, Then there is the ensign of the battleship 
Maine, which was recovered fourteen years after the 
catastrophe in Havana Harbor. 

Great splashes of gold and red are formed by the 
wonderful silk banners of the Spanish-American War 
— displayed so that their embroidered armorial bear- 
ings may be easily distinguished — which fill five al- 
coves at the head of the white marble entrance stair- 
way of the building. Then there is an interesting 
naval collection covering the periods of World Wars | 
and Il, and the Korean engagement. 

The work of preservation of these flags is entirely 
attributable to a Massachusetts lady who devoted her 
life to the work. Mrs. Amelia Fowler undertook the 
preservation of Civil War flags which were displayed 
in the State House at Boston. The work was so suc- 
cessful that when the nation’s trophies were to be 
restored she was selected to supervise the work. The 
old worn and tattered flags were spread upon large 
squares of specially-woven Irish linen, and then with 
linen or silk thread dyed by Mrs. Fowler to match 
exactly the color of the tattered remnants, these were 
fastened to the linen. To preserve the appearance of 
the flag and yet secure it permanently to the sustain- 
ing background, she invented a special openwork stitch 
which she taught the sixty girls and women who 
worked diligently for months under her supervision, 
preparing the large collection. 

The result of Mrs. Fowler’s method of preservation 
is that where the remnants of the flags were in good 
condition or comparatively so, such as the flag which 
Admiral Perry flew in Japan when he made the first 
compact of friendship between the United States and 
the Mikado’s empire, the stitches are invisible from a 
distance of a few feet. The restoration, even of the 
tattered flags, is as remarkable as that of a perfectly 
restored oil painting. 

The British Royal Standard, which fills the center 
of the ceiling of Trophy Hall, is a splendid example of 
this aspect of the work of restoration. This flag was 
“in some pieces fine as chopped hay,” explained the 
guide, yet today it appears as if it had just left the 
hands of the weaver. Much historic value is attached 
to this particular flag; it is the only British royal 
standard in the possession of a foreign nation. In

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E WAS only a pig. He was just an ordinary black 

boar worth about ten dollars. But, his death 
almost caused a clash between the armed forces of 
Great Britain and the United States. He was re- 
sponsible for focusing into the limelight the disputed 
sovereignty of San Juan Island, now part of the 
state of Washington. 

It is doubtful if he ever thought that he would be 
the cause for the citizens of two countries to inaudibly 
call each other sharp, ugly, and picturesque names and 
to look at each other with dagger eyes. 

He did not care if he was the property of a British 
subject or of an American citizen as long as he had a 
place of shelter and enough to eat. 

With no intention to annoy anyone in particular, 
he just liked to munch in Lyman A. Cutler’s one third 
of an acre potato patch which was only fenced in on 
three sides. He delighted in helping himself in this 
garden; but it irritated Cutler who shooed him away 
on a number of occasions. 

On June 15, 1859, as Cutler was eating breakfast, 
he heard the foot poundings of an approaching gal- 
loping horse. 

Opening the door of his cabin, he was greeted by 
Jacob, the negro servant of Chief Trader Charles 
John Griffin of the San Juan establishment of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company. 

Jacob chuckled, as he rode on, for he saw the black 
boar enjoying himself in Cutler’s potato patch. 

When Cutler saw what the pig was doing, he yelled. 
The pig was startled by his shouting and ran. Cutler 
raced into his cabin and got his loaded rifle and then 
chased after the black boar. When the pig stopped to 
rest for a moment, within easy rifle range, Cutler 
blazed away and killed the black boar. 

Returning to his cabin, Cutler racked his rifle and 
then went to Mr. Griffin’s Hudson’s Bay headquarters. 

He told Griffin what he had done and offered to pay 
for, or replace, the pig. Griffin flew into a rage. This 
sparked Cutler’s temper into white heat. Both men 
hurled angry words at each other. Under the circum- 
stances, and in their fierce passion of anger, it is 
doubtful if they were completely aware of what they 
were shouting at each other. 

Cutler yelled that he would pay for the pig; but, 
when Griffin demanded one hundred dollars, Cutler 
refused to pay such an exorbitant price. 

In the argument, Griffin accused Cutler of being 
a squatter on Hudson’s Bay Company property and 
claimed that the island of San Juan was British soil. 

Cutler denied that he was trespassing on Hudson’s 
Bay Company property; and added that San Juan 
Island belonged to the United States. 

This dispute over the sovereignty of San Juan Island 
was due to the ambiguous language of the Oregon 
Treaty of 1846. 

These differences of opinion on the island’s sov- 
ereignty, with the passing of time, gradually grew 
from smouldering embers into flame, This is gleaned 
from a letter written by Paul K. Hobbs, Jr., (United 
States Inspector of Customs, to Morris H. Frost, Col-

lector of Customs of Washington Territory. This let- 
ter was written two weeks before Cutler shot the pig.

It is the desire to prevent this and in what 
I deem my legitimate discharge of my duty that I 
forward this to you, Sir, who have some knowledge 
of these threatening difficulties by a settlement of 
the Boundary question, Or if not settled the plac- 
ing immediately a large military force to protect 
the American settlers from being carried off at will 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company and shut up in the 
prison of the British Colony.” 


This description of the prevailing conditions make it 
easy to understand how Cutler’s shooting of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company pig caused the glowing embers to 
burst into flames. 

Immediately after Cutler left the Hudson’s Bay 
headquarters, Griffin dashed off a letter of complaint 
to Governor James Douglas of the Colony of Vancou- 
ver Island. In this letter Griflin accused Cutler of 
committing an outrage by shooting the pig, and that 
Cutler had used “insulting and threatening language 
and openly declared he would shoot my cattle if they 
trespassed near his place.” 

It is difficult to ascertain how much of these accu- 
sations of Griffin against Cutler are facts or fiction. 
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At the time both men were in a state of fury and 
confusion. 

Unaware of the Griffin-Cutler clash, Alexander 
Grant Dallas, one of the directors of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company and son-in-law of Governor Douglas, 
arrived at San Juan Island aboard the Company’s 
steamer, Beaver, with Chief Factor Dr. William F. 
Tolmie of the Hudson’s Bay Company, and Donald 
Fraser of the London, England, Times. 

In the afternoon these visitors, together with Griffin 
and his negro servant Jacob, called on Cutler at his 
cabin. 

Cutler greeted them respectfully but fearlessly, for 
he not frightened a bit. When Griffin again 
demanded that Cutler pay one hundred dollars for 
the boar, Cutler refused to pay such an excessively 
high price. One of the party told Cutler that if he 
did not pay the one hundred dollars he would have 
to go to Victoria to stand trial, 

Cutler stoutly teld them that he did not have to go 
to Victoria because he was an American citizen stand- 
ing on American soil, and that the British Crown 
authorities had no right to arrest him in his own 
country. 

Then one of the Dallas-Griffin party threatened to 
bring a posse from the company’s steamer, Beaver, 
and forcibly carry him to Victoria for trial, In reply 
to this threat Cutler brought the discussion to an 
abrupt end by shouting: “Fill your horn, and come 
on.” 

This pig shooting incident, and the attempt to bring 
American citizens under British jurisdiction, brought 
to a head the state of affairs existing on San Juan 
Island. Brigadier General William 8S. Harney, USA, 
immediately ordered the occupation of the island by 
troops to protect American interests and settlers. 

In compliance with this order Company C of the 
4th Infantry Regiment under Captain Lewis C. Hunt; 
Company D of the 9th Infantry Regiment under Cap- 
tain George Edward Pickett, latter of Gettysburg 
fame; and another company of infantry, landed on 
San Juan Island on the morning of July 26, 1859. 

The next day, July 27th, there arrived from Victoria, 
Magistrate John Fitzroy DeCourcey aboard the Brit- 
ish frigate Satellite, accompanied by the British frigate 
Tribune. Almost immediately DeCourcey issued an 
order to compel Cutler to appear before him. 

On July 29th, Captain Gordon, a constable, with a 
posse set out to bring in Cutler. But when the posse 
reached his cabin there was no one to receive them 
because Cutler had gone into hiding by placing him- 
self under the protection of Captain Picket who prom- 
ised him that he would be “protected at all hazards.” 
As a result, Cutler, who was never brought to trial, 
remained a stubborn debtor and Griffin an unsatisfied 
creditor. 

The fight over the sovereignty of San Juan Island 
now began in earnest. American troops were en- 
camped on the south end of the island and British 
marines on the north end. Five British men-of-war, 
the Ganges, the Tribune, the Pylades, the Satellite, 
and the Plumper were, off and on, near at hand to go 
to the aid of the Marines if they needed them. 

For the next thirteen years the island was jointly 
occupied by British and American armed service men. 

Finally, both Great Britain and the United States 
signed the Treaty of San Juan which provided that 
the settlement of the sovereignty dispute should be 
settled by a neutral power. First the Swiss Republic’s 
president was asked to settle the question, but his de- 
cision was unsatisfactory to both countries. Next, 
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General Wm. S. Harney, U. S. Army, Ordered Occupation 
of San Juan to Protect Americans from British Attacks 


William I, Emperor of Germany, was selected as the 
arbitrator. He decided in favor of the United States. 
His decision was accepted on October 21, 1872. A 
month later all British service men were withdrawn 
from San Juan Island and many of the British sub- 
jects on the island became American citizens.

PAUL REVERE--AS A BUSINESSMAN 


Longfellow immortalized Paul Revere for his famous ride — but 


HE legend that history preserves of Paul Revere 
immortalizes him as a galloping spectre sounding 
freedom’s clarion, A stunning act on a dark, sinister 
night in our history has dimmed the other noteworthy 
achievements of this great patriot, obscuring the fact 
that Paul Revere was an outstanding businessman of 
his era, a leading entrepreneur of his day. His many 
enduring contributions in this respect are seldom 
cited. History prefers the epic, and Paul Revere’s 
vital services as soldier, propagandist and, most of 
all, manufacturer have been forgotten. 

At the age of 21 Paul Revere left home to fight in 
the French and Indian War. He took part in the 
historic capture of Crown Point and after a year of 
soldiering he returned to the silversmith shop willed 
to him by his father. Like many a veteran he dreamed 
of being a prosperous businessman and a pillar of his 
community. The fulfillment of his dream has all the 
ingredients of the typical American success story. 

He found his springboard in the silversmith shop he 
inherited. Conscientious and devoted to his work, his 
skill became peerless and he was soon celebrated as 
Boston’s leading gold and silversmith, designer of 
plate, copper engraver, printer, inventor and bell 
founder. These were prime skills in Colonial America. 
Even before the Revolution he was marked an indis- 
pensable member of the community. He also dabbled 
in dentistry in a time when dentistry was regarded 
as almost a form of magic. Colonial records testify 
to Revere’s skill in making false teeth and relieving 
a toothache. 

His renown as a singular businessman brought Re- 
vere into early contact with many of the figures who 
were to play a prominent role in the American Revo- 
lution, While still a young man his intimates included 
such stalwarts as Sam Adams, John Adams, John 
Hancock and many others. He ardently supported 
the “radical” Sons of Liberty and was regularly wel- 
comed to their clandestine meetings, often at great 
personal risk. He is not remembered for anything 
he said at these meetings. Politics was not his sphere; 
industry was his forte and Sam Adams, the “master 
plotter,’ regarded him with high esteem and directed 
Revere’s talent and enterprises into channels where 
they would serve most keenly. 

When discontent became rife over the Stamp Act of 
1765, Sam Adams immediately capitalized on Re- 
vere’s facilities as an engraver. He produced several 
sharp cartoons which were caustic caricatures of Brit- 
ish tyranny. We rarely hear of him as a cartoonist 
and propagandist, but it is in this capacity that Paul 
Revere made some of his most enduring contributions 
to the American cause. After the bloody “Boston 
Massacre” on King Street on the night of March 5, 
1770, Revere, in conjunction with the Sons of Liberty, 
immediately set his machinery to producing indignant 
etchings of the “Massacre” which he had witnessed. 
The drawings were so inciting that they not only 
kept colonial fury at England seething, but they ac-

tually won a measure of sympathy from that country. 
This is the highest accolade of psychological warfare 
and the drawings remain grim reproductions of a 
night of tyranny. 

As olticial courier for the Massachusetts Committee 
of Correspondence, Paul Revere made his first ride 
from Boston to New York City in December, 1773. It 
was the start of a role that would climax with the 
memorable ride that has been glorified in rhyme and 
prose. The businessman, as he had always done, gave 
gladly of his time and capacity, temporarily forget- 
ting his shops and hopes and finances for the greater 
welfare of his country, rendering versatile service. 
Like the good citizen, the sacrifices of the good busi- 
nessman often go unsung. 

At the conclusion of the Revolution, Revere’s achieve- 
ments were not behind him. These were critical days 
for the infant republic and as it has done in every 
crisis the government turned to its stalwarts of indus- 
try for vital sustenance, Revere’s initial service to the 
new nation was his fulfillment of a government con- 
tract for printing bonds and designing and printing 
the first currency as well as the official seal of the new 
United States and the state seal of his native state of 
Massachusetts. The provincial congress of Massachu- 
setts sent Revere on a mission to Philadelphia to ob- 
serve and study the only power mill in the young re- 
public and he immediately constructed a highly effi- 
cient duplicate at Canton, Massachusetts. 

And still his industry grew. After 1780, Revere 
branched out into several other breathless enterprises

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and all of them were successful. He shipped ice to 
the West Indies and constructed a foundry at Can- 
ton, Massachusetts for copper rolling and brass cast- 
ing. This was the first copper rolling mill in the 
United States. If Paul Revere had made no other 
contribution to American progress this project alone 
would have assured him immortality. When “Old 
[ronsides,” America’s fightingest frigate, The Con- 
stitution, was launched in 1797, Paul Revere had 
made one more singular contribution to our country’s 
welfare. He had laid the copper hull for “Old Lron- 
sides,” a feature that made The Constitution invincible 
and a mark of progress long after he was dead. When 
that gallant ship sailed to magnificent victory in the 
War of 1812, Paul Revere was riding with her just as 
surely as he rode his foaming charger on that midnight 
in “75. 

In 1818, at the age of 83, Paul Revere died. The 
chronicles of the time say that all the newborn states 
joined with Boston in mourning the passing of this 
great American. He was destined to ride eternally 
on his sprinting steed across the dark New England 
countryside, a furtive figure on horseback, symbolized 
by a clatter of hoofs, a rap at the door, a call to arms. 
It is strange that one night should overshadow a life- 
time of devotion and dedication, of pioneering enter- 
prise, but history, lacking time sees only events and 
ignores character. 

Paul Revere’s ride was certainly not the least of 
his achievements, but his inestimable worth as a busi- 
nessman should at least be noted. In critical moments 
his skill and ingenuity, his manufacturing abilty, his 
constructive enterprises, his capacity to produce, al- 
though probably crude and small by today’s standards, 
proved heroic increments for the struggling nation.

Paul Revere is a symbol of freedom but he is also 
a symbol of free enterprise—the manifold talents, 
willing service and unheralded contributions of the 
American businessman. His products served in war 
and enriched in peace. It is a lesson to be remembered 
and cherished, a parable for posterity; for it is as vital 
to our security as was his midnight ride. 

Paul Revere’s life reminds us that a free society is 
predicated on free enterprise; a warning that to 
throttle American economics is to strangle freedom. 
Paul Revere‘s ride has not ended, but neither has the 
need for qualities he embodied as a businessman. In 
him we see a stunning revelation for our frightened 
time; the happy realization that government does 
not enrich businessmen, but businessmen enrich gov- 
ernment. 


AMERICA -- THIS NATION UNDER GOD 


Ek VERY American, young or old, should recognize 

* the facts concerning the spiritual origin of our 
nation. Schools, as well as clubs and service organiza- 
tions should encourage a more thorough understanding 
of the fundamental principals underlying the spiritual 
origin of our country. 

Every citizen should be proud of the privilege and 
the responsibility to pass on our heritage and tradi- 
tions to our children and to our newcomers in this 
country. Every President, without exception, has 
recognized the dependence of this nation upon Al- 
mighty God. All the various branches of armed serv- 
ice have special guidance courses to instruct their 
cadets in the fundamental principals upon which this 
nation was founded. 

[t comes as a shock to many that so often elementary 
school children know so very little about the spiritual 
and religious background of their own country. Have 
teachers and parents neglected to instill in children 
a reverence for the ideals of this nation? 

Have we become so imbued with the notion that we 
should adhere to “the separation of Church and State” 
as prescribed in the Bill of Rights that we have per- 
haps unconsciously built up a ‘separation from God’ by 
failing to teach children to respect the Creator of all 
men, regardless of race, color, or creed? 

We should remember that only three out of one 
hundred Americans actually deny the existence of 
God, The vast majority of people living in America 
accept an Almighty Creator whether they be Protes- 
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tant, Jew or Catholic. No 
one need be forced to be- 
lieve what he does not ac- 
cept freely, but a tiny ma- 
jority should not affect the 
training of the vast major- 
ity of our children in their 
formative years, 

One principal in an ele- 
mentary school was 
alarmed to learn that so 
few of the pupils knew the 
words to the National An- 
them. Many schools do say 
the pledge of allegiance 
and at least part of a na- 
tional song for their opening exercise. Many times 
the words of the pledge are repeated without any 
thought or reference given to the significance of the 
inclusion of the phrase “under God.” 

In 1937, Justice Isadore Bookstein, a State Supreme 
Court Judge in N. Y. ruled that the phrase “under 
God” in no way impinges on the guarantees against a 
church state. Bookstein stated that the First Amend- 
ment was intended to prevent and prohibit the estab- 
lishment of a state religion, but was not intended to 
prevent the growth and development of religion. 

Children should be made aware of the reverent 
praise of God in the final stanza of our National An-

OTHER FOUNDATION CAN NO MAN LAY 


Christianity Cannot Compromise With Communism. Those Leaders Who Urge 


Tolerance Toward Communism Are Denying Their Religion 


N ANY conservative Christian leaders are gravely 

concerned about the increasing number of young 
Christian educators who appear willing to compromise 
with sin in almost any form. In many respects these 
ministers resemble the popular instructor in mountain 
climbing who prefers to take his class for a nice walk 
on a level plain. This certainly makes mountain climb- 
ing easy for the students but they are forever denied 
the thrill that comes from scaling a particularly diffi- 
cult peak. 

The pinnacle of compromise with ungodliness is at- 
tained by those so-called Christian leaders who rea- 
son that the church has no occasion to condemn Com- 
munism. In defense of their position these pinkies 
quote from Acts 2:4-45, “And all that believed were 
together, and had all things common; and sold their 
possessions and goods, and parted them to all men, as 
every man had need.” Just how this brotherhood of 
love and devotion can be construed as a counterpart 
of the ungodly, hate-filled, Communist dictatorship of 
today, defies comprehension. Even so it may be well 
to note that this venture into what has been termed 
“pure Communism” was unsuccessful and had to be 
abandoned. 

The outcome of this venture into Communism, en- 
tered into with the highest possible motivation, is fa- 
miliar to historians of that period, and the Bible 
supplies many clues as to why this method of Church 
organization was unsuccessful. Very briefly it may be 
observed that no person lacked anything in the begin- 
ning because all who had possessions sold them and 
gave the money to the church. Since there was much 
poverty in Jerusalem, it may be assumed that many 
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converts made little or no material contribution to 
the church, This supposition is borne out by the fact 
that the young church soon became so large the apos- 
tles found it expedient to appoint administrators of 
the church’s material blessings, and a great number 
of those receiving such blessings were widows and 
orphans. 


Of necessity the apostles soon realized that organ- 
ized Christian churches must embrace a more real- 
istic concept of economy. Therefore, when Christianity 
began to spread the later churches were established on 
a more practical basis. All who are even vaguely fa- 
miliar with the Scriptures know that the church at 
Jerusalem was supported by those later churches for 
many years. 

In the United States every person has the right and 
responsibility to choose the church that appeals to his 
better judgment. This is, of course, as it should be 
and in accord with God’s word. Philippians 2:12, 
“Work out your own salvation with fear and trem- 
bling.” 

The supreme authority proclaims, I Corinthians 
3:10-11, “I have laid the foundation and another build- 
eth thereon. But let every man take heed how he 
buildeth thereupon for other foundations can no man 
lay than that is laid....” Re those who would adhere 
strictly to established foundation, Jesus said, St. Luke 
6:48, “He is like a man which built a house and digged 
deep, and laid the foundation on a rock: And when 
the flood arose, the stream beat vehemently upon that 
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house, and could not shake it: for it was founded upon 
a rock.” 

With the great weight of supreme authority in dis- 
pute, it is difficult to evaluate the motivation of a 
Christian leader’s compromise with evil in any form. 
But to understand how those who have dedicated their 
lives to God’s service can be persuaded to embrace 
ungodly forces — sworn to destroy Christianity — 
defies the acumen of reasonable men. 

Quite a few conservative Christian leaders hold the 
opinion that a subtle influx of Communism within 
certain Christian seminaries is responsible for the 
ultra-liberal movement in so many churches. This 
seems to be a reasonable conclusion since destruction 
of the church’s influence is a prerequisite to Russia’s 
peaceful integration with the United States. Actually 
there is little difference whether this ultra-liberal 
movement stems from Communist infiltration or an 
unrealistic attempt to make the church agree with 
man — the end is obviously the same. When a house is 
destroyed by wind, the owner’s prime concern is his 
homeless condition. It makes little difference whether 
the destructive wind was in the form of hurricane or 
tornado. 

Having heard and talked to a great many so-called 
liberal Christian educators, it is my honest opinion 
that most of them are suffering from over-zealousness. 
The desire to embrace all people by making God’s 
word conform to man’s desires in preference to the 
more difficult task of persuading man to synchronize 
his activities with God’s word. As Paul so aptly stated 
in his epistle to the Romans, “They have a zeal of 
God, but not according to knowledge.” 

The desire for security is a prime motivation inher- 
ent in all humanity. Many Christian leaders in the 
United States hold the position that man has learned 
to expect cheap security in material things; (ie., 
man’s security as advanced by the Government and 
other organizations; security which may be obtained 
without effort by the individual), Therefore, the 
church must offer spiritual security in like vein, or 
fail to reach today’s man entirely. 

Surely it would not be difficult to write a book in 
criticism of this philosophy. Very briefly, it may be 
observed that a Christian leader who adheres to this 
philosophy is heedlessly bartering the inalienable lead- 
ership of the church for an “also ran” position. 

Laymen who are persuaded to believe they pass 
from death unto life everlasting by the simple process 
of signing a church membership card are, of all people, 
most deceived and cheated of the greatest opportunities 
available to man. Such “converts” often find them- 
selves in the same position as a medical doctor who 
received his degree through influence alone. Asg this 
doctor will be frustrated by his inability to diagnose 
or treat disease, so will the ultra-liberal convert be at 
a loss when it becomes necessary to defend his position 
as posterior of a living Christ. 

No homogeneous philosophy can be designated Chris- 
tian ethics without considerable qualifications. For 
this reason it is almost impossible to distinguish minor 
differences among doctrines, but there was a likeness 
of fundamentals among early American churches, Rit- 
ualistie practices were minimized, the moral teachings 
of Christ were accentuated and, “He that sweareth 
to his own hurt, and changeth not,” was known as a 
Christian rather than a sucker. This is the brand of 
Christianity America was founded on. 

Certainly God’s uninhibited word has never failed 
to build bone and sinew to the pulsating flesh and 
blood of a new nation and in like manner it cannot 
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fail to add flesh and blood to the apparently dry bones 
of an old nation. 

To know this is assuredly true, we have the parable 
of dry bones, as recorded in the thirty-seventh chap- 
ter of Ezekiel. In this parable, God carried his 
prophet, in spirit, to a valley filled with dry bones, 
“And lo, they were very dry. God said, Prophesy upon 
these bones, and say . O ye dry bones, hear the 
word of the Lord ... and J will lay sinews upon you, 
and will bring up flesh upon you, and cover you vvith 
skin, and put breath in you, and ye shall live, aud ye 
shall know” (and to accomplish this you must know) 
“That I am the Lord.” 

A challenging example for Christian leaders is re- 
corded in the seventh verse, “So I prophesied as J 
was commanded: and as I prophesied there was a 
noise, and behold a shaking, and the bones came to- 
gether, bone to bone.” The apostle Peter, speaking 
“to them that have obtained like precious faith,” was 
very diligent in his efforts to help future Christian 
leaders understand the importance of their profes- 
sion. Defending the exhortation to the elders, Peter 
said:: II Peter 1:12-13, “I will not be negligent to 
put you always in remembrance of these things, 
though ye know them and be established in the pres- 
ent truth. Yea, I think it meet, as long as I am in 
this tabernacle, to stir you up by putting you in re- 
membrance.” 

The tendency to compromise, prevalent today, 
coupled with the increasing burden on religious meta- 
physics by modern science, make it mandatory that 
professing Christians be firmly established on the 
foundation of God’s word. Certainly there is a great 
and growing need for men of Peter’s stature in the 
contemporary church — men endowed with the desire, 
perseverance, and ability to “stir up” Christian edu- 
cators, and “Put them in remembrance” of God’s fun- 
dar untal laws,

SOME years ago I had a severe back injury. The 

medicos termed it a “subluxation of the sacro- 
illiac,” which sounds bad, and is. As part of the 
treatment, I was advised to wear a wide belt about 
the midsection. This belt kept the illiac thing in 
place, or something. 

After a few days, the belt felt good. After a few 
weeks [ was so dependent upon it I became alarmed. 
Without the extra support, it seemed that I might 
lose my internal plumbing at any moment. 

This would have been no end distressing, especially 
if it should occur in company. I tossed the belt away, 
seeing that the muscles were getting weaker and weak- 
er, as their accustomed function was taken from them. 

Now, just what has this clinical case to de with 
the philosophy of economics? Is there a proper basis 
for comparing a physical injury, and its treatment, 
with those laws and principles which apply to business 
and commerce? 

It would seem so. In fact, the more we consider 
life in its totality, the more striking seems to be the 
relationship between the whole, and its components. 
Over our whole sentient universe there seems to be a 
universal principle operating inexorably, and automat- 
ically, even unto the minutest single cell organisms 
and microscopic plants. 

Thus we find thousands of true and useful similies, 
whose application is easily recognized in certain simple 
aspects of nature, and by implication, germane to the 
more complex problems about us. 

The American pioneers made good use of these an- 
cient principles, to the best of their understanding, 
and g.«ve us a homely, but sound and true philosophy 
on which our economy was built. Our early text books 
and school reading were filled with these great and 
profound truths, expressed in poetic, but simple words, 
as befits the fundamentals. 

Today, certain segments of our economy are sick. 
Some industries have become weak and flabby through 
too long dependence on supports, of one kind or an- 
other. So long has agriculture depended on these 
crutches, splints, belts and girdles, many question its 
ability to survive without them. That is one of the 
insidious things about supports. Not only do they 
fail to solve the basic trouble, which is bad enough, 
but each day an industry, or an individual, leans on 
them he becomes less able to deal with the problem 
by himself. Paternalism sets the stage for Socialism. 

Agriculture is, of course, the most obvious example 
of the vitiating effects of supports. But manufactur- 
ers also receive support through “protection,” which 
guarantees them an artificially high price for their 
products. Union members all demand and get, sup- 
port, in the form of artificially high wages, fringe bene- 
fits, and freedom from competition, 

But, the most tragic example of the effects of sup- 
ports, subsidies, bonuses and artificial stimulants, is 
neither ‘agriculture,’ nor ‘industry,’ nor ‘mining,’ nor 
that abstraction we call ‘society.’ The most poignant 
case is that of a fellow I know, and could name, if I 
chose. I am sure we all know at least one of him. 


This fellow has been supported, in whole or in part, 
so long, he has just about lost all power to compete, 
in a world where competition is basic and inescapable. 


DO YOU NEED BOLSTERING UP? 


Are we, as groups or individuals, relying too much 
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on Governmental props to achieve self security? 


He as been cheated, deceived, drugged, taught to wor- 
ship those who have enticed him down this treacherous, 
dangerous path. 

In this discussion, I should like to see the case of 
freedom, responsibility, reward, presented in terms of 
the individual, and what he might do about the busi- 
ness. For, in the final accounting it is the individual 
—not “the mass,” which must meet and dispose of 
the problem if it is to be done at all. 

It is the fellow idled and perhaps desperate through 
a strike or lockout, or because his industry has priced 
itself out of the market, or because his employer can 
no longer operate under the confiscatory taxes of his 
state. This is the man who most needs to understand 
the false “security” of supports. This man, this indi- 
vidual, needs to learn to attack his problem on a 
personal basis, as it relates to him, and to him alone. 

Ecclesiasties tell us there is no such thing as “mass 
salvation.” Each man, each woman, must be “saved” 
individually, or not at all. Even more important, none 
‘an be ‘saved” against his will. Nor can any of us be 
“saved” from poverty, lack, insecurity, except as we 
apply our talents and will to the problems that be- 
set us. 

Any other solution, in the form of sweat belts, 
price supports, grants-in-aid, subsidies, or what have 
you, are not solutions, but opiates. Temporarily they 
may relieve us from discomfort; may even bring on 
a soaring sensation of power and well-being. But 
trouble and misery follow all such attempts to escape 
reality, in the end. 

One of the rustic homilies conveying a profound 
truth, is that “a chain is no stronger than its weakest 
link.” This is but another way of saying that weak-

ness multiplied by weakness means, not strength, but 
more weakness, And the individual who seeks strength 
in the company of weak, insecure men will not find it 
there. He must learn that the only security, the only 
safety, is a personal thing. It is for those who are 
responsible, and free. None else may have this pre- 
cious prize. 

It is true he may find among his fellow miserables 
a tempting imitation of the genuine article. But it 
can never be the real thing. And the granting of it 
will be conditional on grievous sacrifice of precious 
personal freedoms and human dignities. 

It is my belief that only the brave are truly free, 
and only the free are really safe. Life deals harshly 


with cowardice in every form. I have seen Clyde 
Beatty in a den of savage lions and tigers. Clyde 
comes out of his den of death day after day. Why? 


He has courage. Here a timid fearful man would be 
torn to shreds in 30 seconds. 

All of us have problems, thank goodness. In the 
struggle to overcome them we become men and wo- 
men, worthy of the trust of our Creator, worthy of 
life, in its highest and best. But no problem was ever 
solved by shifting it to the back of another, That per- 
son may become strong, by reason of bearing it. Or 
he may be crushed, trying to bear his own and an- 
other’s load. In either case the “shifter” has lost. 

I should like to see more economic education beamed 
at the individual, tailored to fit his specific needs, 
with useful examples provided, whenever possible. 
For, our political economic morass today is come 
because a man in Ohio, or New York, or California 

is afraid. He is timid, fearful, insecure in his 
thinking, hence in his life. The fact that there are 
more than one of him is incidental. 

No man can give that insecure one security, courage, 
self-reliance, or even self-respect. But perhaps we 
can lead him back to the true font of all these things 
—himself. Perhaps we can show him the immense 
satisfaction that come to those who have found them- 
selves, and learned to use the power we all possess. 

Our way of life is endangered today because a man 
in Iowa or Oklahoma, has lost power to think 
great thoughts, and to dare great achievement, An 
turn to himself, and the immense potentials locked 
therein. There lies his security, his salvation, and 
whatever he needs for a full and satisfying life. 


Integrators Broaden Scope 
To Housing 


Radicals who continue to add fuel to the fire so as 
to keep the nation’s integration question at a boiling 
point, are now shifting their activities from integration 
of schools to fostering state and big city laws forcing 
integration of housing developments and apartments, 
as well as integrated communities. 

Although statistics indicate otherwise, the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People 
denies their organization is making any effort to turn 
Washington, D. C., into “another Harlem.” Dr. E. 
Franklin Jackson, president of the District of Co- 
lumbia chapter of the NAACP, recently said: “I do 
not want another Harlem in the District of Columbia.” 
In a recent telecast he discussed the movement of 
white citizens from the city of Washington to subur- 
ban areas and the effects of desegregation on Wash- 
ington life and culture. He asked that Negroes now 


be given more of a chance to participate in the Cap- 
ital City’s community development at the grass roots 
level. 
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Official population figures recently released for the 
District of Columbia show that Washington’s popula- 
tion is now 538% Negro and that the Negro population 
has increased 16% since 1950, It is no secret that 
there is a steady flow of movement of the white popula- 
tion out of Washington into the rural areas of Mary- 
land and Virginia. Harlem (N.Y.C.) became a purely 
Negro locality by the removal of the white populace as 
the Negro populace surged forth. 

Throughout the country there is an increase in con- 
troversy over the racial housing issue. Liberal and 
leftwing organizations and their leaders contribute in 
part at least to these disturbances. Recently Roy Wil- 
kins, executive secretary for the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People, criticised the 
Civil Rights Bill sponsored by Senate Democratic 
leader Lyndon B. Johnson as a grave threat to civil 
liberties, and Joseph L. Rauh, Jr., vice chairman of 
the leftwing Americans For Democratic Action, ac- 
cused his colleague in the Democratic Party, Johnson, 
of trying to sweep the desegregation issue “under the 
rug” until after 1960 elections, He also charged that 
the Republican administration has “thrown in the 
towel” on real civil rights legislation. 

In Congress two U. 8S. Senators have demanded an 
investigation by the Department of Justice of an al- 
leged labor union plot to use racial tensions as a wea- 
pon in labor disputes. The background was unfolded 
at a hearing of the Senate Rackets Committee at which 
it was revealed that David Frechette, a Miami Team- 
ster Union official, had asked James R. Hoffa for 
$15,000 to finance the plan. Committee investigators 
declared that the whole exchange of letters had dis- 
appeared from Hoffa’s file, but that the union’s finan- 
cial records show that $15,000 was sent by Hoffa to 
Frechette’s local. When called before the committee 
Frechette himself invoked the Fifth Amendment. It 
was indicated that the Miami Jabor leaders were us- 
ing the racial gimmick against contractors engaged 
in housing projects in which Federal Housing Admin- 
istration and the Veterans Administration mortgage 
financing is a factor. 

In Wilmington, Delaware, there have been several 
demonstrations against a Negro family who had 
moved into a previously all-white housing develop- 
ment. 

In Princeton, N. J., eleven Protestant ministers 
banded together to buy common stock in a firm dedi- 
‘ated to integrated housing. Rev. Richard H. Luecke, 
pastor of the Church of the Messiah, and president of 
the Princeton Pastors Association, said: “We do not 
take this step as a symbolical demonstration, but 
-ather as a practical action to end segregation in hous- 
ing.” The pastors put their money into a firm known 
as Modern Community Developers, Inc. It was re- 
vealed that the firm was organized to lend funds and 
guidance to builders and groups interested in build- 
ing integrated housing where necessary, and buying 
land and apartment houses for integrated living. 
Morris Milgram is president of the firm and is execu- 
tive vice president of a number of other groups in the 
field of integrated housing and in establishing inte- 
grated communities. 

Milgram was an organizer for the CIO in Jersey 
City, served as national executive secretary of the 
Socialists’ Student League for Industrial Democracy, 
was manager of “Student Action,” a publication of 
the foregoing student organization, was active in the 
American Youth Congress, a Red front. He is execu- 
tive vice president of Concord Park Homes of Green- 
belt Knoll, of Princeton Housing Associates, and Pros- 
pect Construction Corporation.

In its latest move the institute attempted to obtain 
& summary judgment against the Government, but 
this was denied in a New York federal court. The 
presiding jurist, Judge Gregory F. Noonan, also de- 
nied a motion for a separate trial on the question of 
whether the organization carried on propaganda or 
attempted to influence legislation during 1955. 

During the arguments on the motion, Assistant U. 8. 
Attorney Marguerite R. de Smet said, “The effective 
leadership of the Institute of Pacific Relations used 
the institute prestige to promote the interests of the 
Soviet Union in the United States.” 


First hand confirmation that churches in the Soviet 
Union are under direct control of Secret Police, many 
of whom actually serve as Russian orthodox priests, 
was made known today with the release of executive 
session testimony taken by the Senate Internal Se- 
curity Subcommittee, 

Senator James O. Eastland (D-Miss.), Chairman of 
the Subcommittee, said the testimony establishes the 
fact that Metropolitan Nikolai, foreign affairs secre- 
tary of the Russian Orthodox Church and second 
ranking churchman in Soviet Russia, is an agent of 
the Soviet Secret Police, 

The Repuswic, back during the period in 
which the New Deal was propagandizing the Amer- 
ican people in advance to taking Red Russia in as an 
ally in World War II, played up the alleged change 
in Communist attitudes towards religion, All at 
once, Stalin had sprouted the wings of an Angel, and 
had donned the mantel of a Saint, and a halo had 
formed above his Godless head, according to the New 
Deal mind-conditioners. Look it up in your old Na- 
TIONAL Rerus.ic, a cartooned article, by our own staff 
artists at the time, Roosevelt posing as an artist, 
Stalin posing for the portrait. 

To carry out the hoax, Stalin decreed that the 
orthodox churches would be permitted to reopen and 
practice freely, insolong as they hewed to Government 
regulations. He recalled some feeble Metropolitans, 
ordered them to don the robe and to go to work. He 
transferred the almighty head of the government’s 
Atheist division to Commissar over religion. The anti- 
religious efforts were transferred chiefly to the schools 
through teachers. The idea was to let the elders die 
off believing, but to bring up the youth as disbelievers. 

“The Russian people still yearn for their churches,” 
Senator Eastland said. “Because of this strong feel- 
ing, churches are allowed to exist. But the free 
church always has been dangerous to tyrants. To 
eliminate this threat, the Communists forced many 
priests to become agents, Those priests who resisted 
were liquidated, and were replaced by specially trained 
police agents who donned clerical robes to carry out 
their assignments. Thus the churches are no longer 
a threat to Communist oppression because they are 
merely an arm of a government which denies the exist- 
ence of God.” 

The witness giving this confirming testimony was 
Peter 8, Deriabian, former high MVD (Soviet Secret 
Police) officer who was attached to the Soviet Em- 
bassy in Vienna, Austria, when he defected to the 
West in 1954. 

Deriabian said he was assigned to assist Metropoli- 
tan Nikolai when the latter came to Austria for the 
Vienna Peace Conference in December, 1953. The as- 
signment was in the form of a telegram from Alex- 
ander Panyushkin in Moscow, which said that the

Metropolitan was an agent of State Security in addi- 
tion to his duties as a high-ranking churchman.” 

Metropolitan Nikolai instructed Deriabian to get 
in touch with a Father Arseny, an Orthodox priest 
who had been “blackmailed” into becoming an agent, 
but who was suspected of making plans to flee to 
Switzerland. 

After Nikolai had talked with Father Arseny, he 
told Deriabian “do not worry about” Father Arseny 
going to Switzerland, indicating that he had by some 
means persuaded the priest to remain in Vienna. 

When Soviet leaders saw in 1937 that the policy of 
closing churches and exiling priests would not work, 
Deriabian said the Communist government began the 
policy of requiring priests to be agents, 

Chief Counsel J. G. Sourwine asked:: “For more 
than 20 years now, under the policy of the State Po-

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lice in the Soviet Union, to be a priest one has to be 
an agent?” 

In effect, Deriabian said, this means a priest has to 
pledge allegiance to atheism before he can serve God. 
Sut in many instances the job of these agents is more 
than just atheism — it is spying on their parishioners 
and exploiting them for the purpose of the Police State. 


Communists and Liberals 
Oppose Security Act 


Congress is getting a variety of opinions and some 
opposition on proposals to tighten the Nation’s secur- 
ity laws. Communisis and leftists, as might be ex- 
pected, oppose any strengthening of these laws or the 
plugging of the loopholes made by recent Supreme 
They have been joined by Americans 
for Decomratic Action and a group of college pro- 
fessors. 

In a telegram to the Senate Internal Security sub- 
committee the professors argued that “not one of these 
bills seems to us to strengthen the democratic system 
they are intended to protect. The thirty-five signers 
included the following law school deans — Livingston 
Hall, of Harvard; William C. Warren, of Columbia; 
Jefferson B. Fordham, of Pennsylvania and Eugene 
V. Rostow, of Yale. 

The position of the professors is in conflict with 
that of the American Bar Association which earlier 
this year proposed an extensive program aimed at 
strengthening security laws. 

Joseph L. Rauh, Jr., whose clients include many 
Communist case defendants, changed the subject when 
he testified for the Americans For Democratic Action, 
saying that if Congress wants to strike a blow at Com- 
munism it might better supply tools to carry out the 
Supreme Cuurt’s school desegregation decision. 

Joseph S. Mears, legislative representative for the 
American Legion, testified that the Legion believes 
“the magnitude of the Communist threat to our in- 
ternal security requires active cooperation among Fed- 
eral, State and local law enforcement officials.” 

Referring particularly to legislation aimed at re- 
instating state authority to prosecute for sedition, 
Judge Michael A. Musmanno, a justice of the Pennsyl- 
vania Supreme Court, told the Senate committee that 
“the Federal Government cannot afford to strike down 
the outstretched helping hand of the state govern- 
ments.” He said this legislation “is not only desirable 
but imperative to the security of the United States.” 

The American Coalition of Patriotic Societies lined 
up with the American Legion, the American Bar As- 
sociation and others pleading for strong laws to con- 
trol subversion. 

Mrs. M. LD. Leech, executive secretary of the Coali- 
tion, declared, “Loyal Americans are alarmed and are 
demanding relief from recent Supreme Court decisions 
that have the effect of building up bigger Federal Gov- 
ernment at the expense of the Legislative branch and 
the rights of sovereign states and the sovereign people, 
guaranteed by the Constitution, These decisions of 
the Supreme Court have also served the subversive and 
criminal elements in our midst at the expense of law 
abiding citizens.” 

James E. Jackson, who gave New York City as his 
business address and Communist ‘Party director for 
Negro and Southern affairs, appeared under subpoena 
because the committee wanted to know what instruc- 
tions for the American Red party he picked up during 
a recent trip to Russia. Jackson refused to admit 
that he was a Communist. He invoked the Fifth 
Amendment a number of times and also repeatedly

attacked what he referred to as “this line of question- 
ing.” He refused to discuss his travels, the speeches 
which the Communist press reported he made to the 
Congress of Soviets in Russia, or any other phase of 
his journey. He objected to the inference that he was 
a courier or messenger for the American Communist 
arty. 

Although the Communist press in this country has 
indicated that Jackson made reports to Red Party offi- 
cials in this country on his return from the trip to the 
Soviet, he would not say that such reports had been 
made by him. 

Another witness before the committee was Arnold 


Averell Harriman (Right) With Soviet Ambassador Men- 
Shikov Entertain Bolshoi Ballet Stars 
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Johnson who admitted that he is the national legisla- 
tive director of the Communist Party of the United 
States. He too, gave his business address as New York. 
Johnson said that he had disagreed with some deci- 
sions of the Supreme Court, but so far as the decision 
against the Smith (Anti-Sedition) Act was concerned 
he found it to be “superb.” Johnson is one of the 
Communists who served a prison term for violating the 
Smith Act. The Supreme Court ruling which he 
found to his liking was the one which held part of the 
Smith Act to be un-Constitutional. 

When asked whether he woujd bear arms for the 
United States in event of war with the Soviet Union, 
he refused to answer, Johnson argued that Senator 
Eastland and others seeking to tighten anti-subversion 
laws were using them “as a springboard to reverse 
Supreme Court decisions against segregation.” He 
said the anti-subversion bills are “for the birds.” 

There is some opposition, too, to a proposal before 
the House Civil Service Committee dealing with Fed- 
eral employe security. Objection has so far been 
voiced by a group of witnesses including Murray A. 
Gordon of the American Jewish Congress, Benjamin 
Ginsburg, Prof. Robert B. McKay of New York Uni- 
versity and Prof. Ralph 8. Brown of Yale. 

Charles Allen Taylor, a lathe operator in the Bell 
Aircraft Corporation in Buttalo, New York, is fighting 
the Government’s security program in a case being 
argued before the U. Supreme Court. His chail- 
lenge affects the program covering 3 million defense 
plant workers and is the first of two such cases pend- 
ing before the Court, 

Taylor had been cleared for access to classified in- 
formation, but his clearance was suspended in Septem- 
ber of 1906 and Taylor subsequently lost his job be- 
cause the aircraft firm had no non-classified work at 
its Butlalo piant, The basis for revoking the clearance 
was the charge that Taylor had been a member of the 
Communist Party. He denied the charge, but after a 
series of hearings and appeals they were upheld by the 
Defense Department. A few weeks after the Supreme 
Court agreed to hear his case last fait the Defense 
Department reversed itself and announced his clearance 
“in the national interest.” 

Taylor was represented by Joseph L. Rauh, Jr, of 
Americans For Democratic Action who charged that 
Taylor had never been given an opportunity to con- 
front his accusers. The Government argued that dis- 
closure of even casual informants might “destroy our 
intelligence system.” The Government further argued 
that Taylor’s plea was a moot. ‘Taylor’s attorney on 
the other hand contended that his client could still be 
subjected to further proceedings, 


Supreme Court Hears 
New Red Slant 


Junius Irving Seales who has carried on extensive 
activities as Chairman of the Communist Party of 
North and South Carolina, has gone into the U,. 8. 
Supreme Court to attack the constitutionality of the 
“knowing membership” clause of the Smith Act. 
Scales was convicted in 1956 of being a member of an 
organization knowing that it advocated the violent 
overthrow of the Government. 

Although Scales was sentenced to serve six years in 
prison, he won a new trial and was reconvicted, His 
attorneys argued before the High Court that this 
clause of the Smith Act makes a member of any group 
criminally liable for the group’s advocacy of violence 
even if he had not joined in such advocacy. They ar- 
gued that it was not charged that Scales ever heard

“CEMA is an institution of a completely new type, 
reflecting the relations of truly equal rights and comradely 
mutual aid which have developed between the countries 
of the socialist camp. The countries participating in 
CEMA are the People’s Republic of Albania, the People’s 
Republic of Bulgaria, the Hungarian People’s Republic, the 
GDR, the Polish People’s Republic, the Rumanian Peo- 
ple’s Republic, the USSR, and the Czechoslovak Republic. 
Actively participating in CEMA as observers are the 
CPR, the DPRK, the DRV, and the Mongolian People’s 
Republic.” 

“A Republic is a state in which sovereignty resides in 
the people.” But what of the Soviet guns that es- 
tablished and maintain the above governments? 


“It is impossible to implement a rational and purposefu! 
international division of work and insure the correct de- 
velopment of the economies of various states under capi- 
talism. The very nature of capitalism and its predatory 
foreign policy aimed at the subjugation and enslavement 
of peoples excludes the possibility of equal rights, cooper- 
ation, and selfless combining of efforts of various coun- 
tries m the economic development.” 

If it is impossible for capitalist countries to properly 
cooperate, why do the Reds object to our mutual 
aid pacts? 

“Currently the countries of the socialist camp make up 
26 per cent of the world’s territory, mhabited by about 
one-third of the world’s population with a production of 
more than one-third of the world’s output of industrial 
products, That means that, in competition with the 
worldwide system of capitalism on the international scene, 
the worldwide socialist system as a whole has already sur- 
passed the worldwide capitalist system in the per-capita 
output of industrial products.” 

But what about the standard of living of those who 
produce? A comparison of the lives of the workers 
in the socialist camp with those in the capitalist 
world of free enterprise would not be palatable to 
the Communists. 


‘The most important advantage of the socialist system 
of economy, permitting it to insure the coordination of 
the activities of various countries for the upsurge of 
their economy, is its planned character. The division of 
work between the socialist states is implemented not in a 
spontaneous and uncontrolled manner, but on the basis 
of plans composed through a profound analysis of the 
concrete peculiarities of economic development.” 

“Planned” by Communists as part of their over-all 
program for World Conquest? 


“The Soviet Union, like all socialist lands, has always 
and consistently endorsed the development of trade rela- 
tions with all countries, and is still doing so, provided the 
latter express a desire to trade on a basis of equality, 
mutual benefit, and noninterference in internal affairs.” 

The gimmick is in the provided clause. Would the 
Soviet itself concent to “non-interference? 
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anyone advocate the overthrow of the Government or 
that he himself ever engaged in such advocacy. They 
claim the indictment charges nothing more than a state 
of mind comprising knowledge and intent. 

The Justice Department attorney countered with the 
declaration that the membership clause does not im- 
pose “guilt by association.” The Government pointed 
out that the intent of Congress in this clause of the 
Smith Act was to penalize knowledge and “active” 
membership such as that attributed to Scales as an 
official of the Red movement. It said that it did not 
apply to everyone on the Communist rolls. 


Leftists Scalped Tickets 
For Soviet Bolshoi 


It appears that leftist groups would not only scalp 
the American eagle and all for which it stands, but 
also are not beneath engaging in a little scalping in 
the field of hard-to-get amusement tickets. 

New York City’s license commissioner, Bernard 
O’Connell, has accused the National Council of Soviet- 
American Friendship, Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion and the National Lawyers Guild of illegally ped- 
dling tickets for the Soviet Bolshoi Ballet which was 
presented at the Metropolitan Opera House in New 
York City. The groups were not only cited for selling 
tickets without a license, but in some instances they 
gouged the public with exorbitant prices it is said. 
All three organizations, each of which has been in the 
leftist limelight, bought large blocks of tickets for the 
Red ballet for resale it is charged. 


Supreme Court Reverses 
Racist Decision 


David H. Seull, a printer at Annandale, Virginia, 
won a reversal in the U, S. Supreme Court of his con- 
tempt conviction growing out of his refusal to answer 
questions put to him by memebrs of a Virginia legis- 
lative committee investigating racial activities. 

Legislators questioned him as to whether he belonged 
to the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People and whether the Communist Party, 
Americans For Democratic Action, or the American 
Friends Service Committee had ever been accorded the 
use of his mail box. He objected to the questions on 
the ground that they invaded his rights guaranteed 
under the First Amendment. Scull’s attorneys argued 
that no one ever told him what connections the ques- 
tions had with the purpose of the committee’s investi- 
gation, and that such connection must be spelled out 
if a contempt conviction is to be upheld. The Court 
upheld this position. 

Scull is a Quaker, and vice president of the Fairfax 
(Va.) County Council on Human Relations, a branch 
of the Southern Regional Council, racial propagandists. 
The Virginia Supreme Court had upheld his convic- 
tion. He had been fined $50 and sentenced to 10 days 
in jail. Scull was represented by Joseph L. Rauh, Jr., 
of the Americans For Democratic Action. 

Delegate James M. Thomson, chairman of the Legis- 
lative Committee, on being advised of the decision 
said, “With the complexion of the Court the way it is 
—protecting subversives and people interested in inte- 
gration — what other result could you expect?” 


Ford Foundation Finances 
One Accused As Red 


The Woodrow Wilson Fellowship of Princeton, a 
Ford Foundation project, has lent a hand to help 
Clinton Jencks, who was convicted of falsely signing 
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Red Showing of “Peaceful Co-Existence” Overshadowed by 
Military Power Showing in Prague May Day Celebration 


a National Labor Relations Board anti-Communist 
affidavit. The foundation reports that it will finance 
Jencks’ studies at Princeton. Jencks was at one time 
an officer of the Communist infiltrated Mine, Mill and 
Smelters Union. His conviction in 1954 was over- 
thrown by the U. 8S. Supreme Court on a technicality 
involving the point that his attorneys had not been 
permitted to see the FBI files in his case, Officials of 
the Wilson Fellowship refused to reveal the name of 
the University of California professor who recom- 
mended him. The CIO removed Jencks from his office 
after he had been labeled a Communist. 


Under the grant by the tax-exempt foundation, 
Jencks will study economics. The director of the 
foundation has said that Jencks has “made his peace 
with society and wants to start a new life.” However, 
Jencks has refused to say under oath whether he was 
a Communist. The fact that the foundation is financ- 
ing the furtherance of the education of one accused as 
a Communist who will eventually be assigned to teach 
the children of this country what to think about our

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HE power a relatively small, but well trained, schooled 
and drilled minority can wield was set forth in this 
column last month, 


Many people in our own country, as in other countries, 
scoff at warnings of a Communist menace,, this because 
they feel that they are so few in numbers compared to the 
whole of the population. 


This writer has pointed out before that there were only 
a “handful” of Communists in Russia, that is party mem- 
bers, only an estimated 25,000 amongst a population of 
some 150 million people, yet within two years following 
their all-out agitational and front organizational campaigns, 
the bloody revolution staged in the larger cities, the Com- 
munists brought about a “coalition” or ‘“Transitional’’ 
government, finally overthrowing it and taking over, A 
similar relatively small force staged the takeover in China, 
as in Hungary, Rumania, Estonia, Latvia, Lithuania, Po- 
land, Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia, and elsewhere. So it is 
not numbers, it is their skill at conspiracy that makes of 
the Communists the threat in all countries of the world. 


There are presently some 33 million members in or- 
ganized Communist Parties in 85 nations of the world. 
There are more millions of “fellow-travelers,’’ or fronters. 
The latter forces first come to light in agitational drives, 
and in votings at the polls wherever there is a desire for 
the Reds to make a showing of their hidden strength. As 
an example, at one stage in our history, there were 8750 
party members in the U.S.A., but in the election that year, 
their total votes reached 568,000, Even the latter figure 
is a small percentage of the population of our country, but 
with their skill and strategy, they can reap new strength 
overnight. 


°C pe in control, the comparatively few Reds appear to 
be able to keep their stranglehold on the majority. 
They successfully fought off numerous attempts at coun- 
ter-revolution in Russia, now in China, in Hungary, Poland, 
Tibet and elsewhere. Lots of people were killed, but as 
Lenin implied during the early liquidations of 15 million 
in Russia, to the Communist an individual’s life means 
nothing. He said: “It would not matter a jot if three 
quarters of the human race perished; the important thing 
is that the remaining quarter should be Communists.”’ 
So, in Russia, the total population shows a very small in- 
crease over the period of forty years, but today only 2 mil- 
lion Communists control the lives of 208 million people in 
Russia, and some 2.8 million Communists control the lives 
of another 800 million people in Red China, 

Let’s look at it in another way. With some 410,000 
Communist Party members in Hungary, there are cast some 
6.5 million votes for party candidates. The population of 
Hungary is put at 9.9 million, Italy, so far non-Commu- 
nist, has a Communist Party membership of 1.8 million, 
yet polls 6.7 million votes. The population is 48.3 million. 
India with a population of 381.6 million, and a Communist 
Party of ony 218,532 membership, polls a vote of 11,838,- 
149. With almost two-thirds of the party membership 
centered in four states, the Communists have taken over 
control of one, Kerala, and threaten seizure of Andhra 
Pradesh and East Bengal. Calcutta, a refugee center, is 
another danger spot in India. 


HE above percentages hold pretty generally in and out 
of the Iron and Bamboo Curtains, as well as in the 
remaining 84 countries, including our own and those to 
our South, where Communist memberships total an overall 
of 33 million as against a population of 2.4 billion. 
Eighty-seven armed revolutionaries from Cuba landed in 
Panama recently, arousing the entire Western Hemisphere’s 
concern. We rushed armed ships and armed equipment to 
the Panamanian government, We called a council of the

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heads of all Latin American countries 
to steel the security of Panama. Yet, 
most people, including our own authori- 
ties scoff at the prevalent challenge of 
an estimated 25,000 Communist Party 
members in Chile, an estimated 80,000 
Communist Party membership in Ar- 
gentina, an estimated 12,000 party 
membership in Cuba, an estimated 10,- 
000 in Colombia, 35,000 in Peru, 15,000 
in Uruguay, and 20,000 in Venezuela, 
who polled many more votes in elec- 
tions in May. 

Now let us look at the record, so to speak, cf Communist 
conspiracies in action during the four weeks the Russian 
masterminds have held ours and other big nation’s repre- 
sentatives spellbound in Geneva with their nonsensical ora- 
tory in behalf of “peaceful co-existence.” 

These items are but a few of the numerous war-breeding 
events taking place outside of Geneva’s big “peace confer- 
ence’; in Iraq, a nation of 5 million people, a Communist 
Party which a year ago totalled but 1200 members, has 
grown in leaps and bounds under Russian and Iron Curtain 
“aid” to Iraq, to the extent it now controls the state militia, 
the army, part of the Cabinet and is the sole existing politi- 
cal party. Iran, possibly Russia’s next target, with its ar- 
mies infiltrated for several years, as have the top posts in 
its government, though the illegal party is reportedly down 
to 2,000 membership, is endangered within and without. 
Russian troops have been moved into Afghanistan, near the 
border of Iran. Iran has recently ousted representatives 
of the Soviet government from that country and has ar- 
rested a number of top army and government officials in 
past months for espionage.

HILE the “peace’’ conference holds forth in Geneva 
over the German controversy, West Berlin has round- 
ed up recently 19 Communist spies who had infiltrated the 
West German Christian Democratic Party and who were 
syphoning information to Red Germany, thence to Russia. 
President Nasser of Egypt, who first played the fiddle 
for the Kremlin, and who later claims to have lost his 
favor for Red politics, discloses a Communist plot engi- 
neered by the Kremlin to knock him off, take over Egypt 
and Africa, opening the way for the eventual battle for 
Latin America. 

To our South, 144 Communists were arrested in Buenos 
Aires in-May, following street riots and strikes, Argentina 
has ousted five Iron Curtain and one Soviet diplomat as a 
result of internal conspiracies, and Mexico has ordered two 
Soviet diplomats out due to Communist conspired railroad 
strikes, which police have traced to the Soviet Embassy. 
Brazil has put down by military force, Communist agitated 
and organized strikes and arson in its coffee and sugarcane 
areas, Papers connecting the espionage with the Com- 
munists were seized. 

The government of Ecuador has seized secret documents 
from the Communists disclosing a plot hatched in Moscow 
in February, for the agitation and organization of a Latin 
American campaign against the U.S.A., in which the U.S.A. 
Reds are to play a part. This is to discredit the U.S.A, and 
kill off a planned western hemisphere Summit Conference 
scheduled in Ecuador for next February. Cuban Reds are 
guiding the Ecuadorean Reds in the drive. Several ship- 
ments of arms intended for the Ecuadorean Reds have also 
been seized by the government. Guatemala is watchfully 
waiting for returning Reds from Cuba, a shipload were said 
to be on their way, fully armed, It is reliably reported 
that Russia is operating secret training schools in Latin 
America, the graduates are promised post-graduate train- 
ing (expense free) in Russia at the famous Lenin Institute 
for conspiracy. These are to supply Russia with its chief 
agents in their future western hemisphere drives. 
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economic system, is disturbing the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities which has indicated it 
would look into the grant by this branch of the Ford 
Foundation as it did its Fund For The Republic. 


Federal Funds Loyalty Pledge Hit 


Irked at the requirement that students accepting 
loans under the National Defense Education Act must 
sign loyalty oaths, Bennington College in Vermont 
has returned all Federal aid it has received under that 
Act. William C. Fells, president of the college, said 
that this action was taken by the board of trustees. 
In New York City Oscar M. Ruebhausen, chairman of 
the board, said, “Bennington College is opposed to 
the requirement of a disclaimer and an oath to be 
signed by students as a condition of receiving a loan 
under the student loan program.” Mr. Fells said that 
he understood at least five other colleges had taken 
similar action. 

Repeal of the loyalty oath requirement is being ad- 
vocated by President Everett Case of Colgate Univer- 
sity who appeared before the Committee on Education 
of the U. S. Senate to testify on legislation introduced 
by Senator John F. Kennedy to repeal the provision. 
Case appeared both as an individual and as chairman 
of the Committee of the American Council on Educa- 
tion. 

Addressing about 9000 students and faculty at the 
annual spring convocation at the University of Mary- 
land, Senator Kennedy, who has his eye on the White 
House, called the oath requirement distasteful, humili- 
ating and unworkable, He said that in a program de- 
signed to encourage education there is no place for 
the requirement of loyalty oaths and affidavits against 
the overthrow of the Government by illegal means. 
All individuals attached to our Government and armed 
forces have, from George Washington down, taken a 
loyatly oath, why not students? 

There has been a delay in the plans of the New York 
City Board of Education to fingerprint candidates for 
teacher positions. At a hearing on the proposal, Mrs 
Rose Russeli, active in pro-Communist circles, and 
representative of the radical Teachers Union, opposed 
the proposition calling it ill-conceived and ill-timed. 
Francis Adams, a former police commissioner and a 
member of the Board of Education, said that the 
board was interested in screening out degenerates and 
Communists. He cited incidents wherein the applicant 
would not have been taken into the school system had 
the fingerprint plan been in effect, 


More Aliens, Less Jobs For Natives 


Late in May, President Eisenhower, under pressure 
of the United States Committee For Refugees, a pri- 
vate organization, called into session in Washington, 
D. C., some 200 men and women to study the refugee 
problems of the world, and to offer recommendations 
as to what private organizations can do to help allevi- 
ate the situation, 

In conjunction with the conference, the President 
issued a proclamation creating World Refugee Year, 
and petitioning all nations to join in a drive to solve 
the refugee problem which has existed since World 
War II. 

Some forty million refugees were created by World 
War II. Some fifteen million people are yet displaced 
according to the best available statistics. Most of the 
25 million settled returned to their original homelands 
following the war, others have preferred to migrate to

other lands. Then there are the annual upheavals, 
such as in Hungary, Tibet, and elsewhere, creating 
new refugee problems. There are also a half million 
escapees from Red China, Red Korea, and the Iron 
Curtain countries, to say nothing of those who be- 
come involved in the everyday uprisings through- 
out Africa, the Far East, Middle East, Latin America 
and elsewhere. There are also the overly populated 
countries such as India, China, Africa, and elsewhere, 
where people are underfed and opportunities are rare, 
who seek better conditions in more prosperous lands. 

The picture, while dismal, will always be with us. 
As Congressman Francis Walter, Democrat of Penn- 
sylvania, and the most informed man in the country 
on alien affairs, told the Conference, no crash program 
‘an solve this problem. The U.S.A. certainly cannot 
solve it alone. The United States has taken in some 
2.5 million refugees since World War II. It has ex- 
pended some $40 millions annually in direct aid to 
refugees in foreign lands. American Church, racial 
and CARE have all sent abroad millions more in 
funds, clothing, foods, medies and other needs in refu- 
gee aid. 

The Conference proposed that the United States in- 
crease its annual quotas for admission of more aliens 
to our midst. It recommended that we increase our 
annual appropriations to some $65 millions a year. 
Administration spokesmen more or less acquiesced in 
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these proposals, The attorney general proposed even 
greater aid. State Department representative, John 
W. Harnes, Jr., proposed that the appropriations be 
doubled, if not tripled, and called for an immediate 
appropriation of $4 million to augment this year’s ap- 
propriations. 

Congressman Walter proposes that we permit by 
special legislation an additional number of aliens an- 
nually, but on a parole basis only. This would permit 
entry for two years, and if the individual desired to 
remain and had proved worthy, his permanent status 
would be automatic. This is to guard against riff-raff, 
trouble makers, etc., some of which raised their heads 
under a previous crash program. Deportation laws 
would also be tightened, so as to enable the Govern- 
ment without years of expense and procedure, to de- 
port undesirables who creep in, which has also been 
our experience. 

The United States has received some 12 million 
aliens within recent decades, It has accepted some 
2.5 million since World War II. We have, meantime, 
had to absorb some 60 million new-born natives into 
our economy. Our birth-rate is presently some four 
million annually. <A recent survey by a responsible 
newspaper, showed that our population has grown 
to a greater degree than have job openings, It states 
that the survey shows there are now more people 
than jobs. Labor lays this to automation. Industrial- 
ists lay it partially to excessive low wage produced 
imports. We have lost a great percentage of our ex- 
ports, and a vast part of our domestic market, to 
foreign labor. Others lay it to excessive immigration. 
Recent statistics show that within forty years under 
normal growth, our population will have reached 176 
million. We look forward to everything else, educa- 
tion, security, etc. Should we not consider the wel- 
fare of this future populace? 

At present we have over 4 million unemployed. It 
was up to some 13 million during the New Deal until 
we went to war. We have some 4 or more million boys 
in Government services abroad. Many of these look 
forward to return home to jobs and having families. 
We are aiding the economy of the outside world to 
the extent of $70 billions annually, this to help re- 
habilitate the people of foreign countries. Many feel 
we have done and are doing more than our part, Many 
ask if we should destroy our own economy and reduce 
our own people’s welfare in an effort to solve an ever 
continuing problem abroad. 

A greater flow of aliens to our shores will mean more 
jobless, more unemployment compensation. Aliens 
have a way of picking off the jobs they need, once here. 
This they cannot be censured for, but what about the 
native-born whose jobs have been taken from them? Do 
we not owe them first consideration? To permit more 
aliens in than jobs available, is not fair to the alien. 
He has a right to hate us for our generosity. An ex- 
ample of this reaction is shown in an instance in Chi- 
cago last month, this is only one of thousands of inci- 
dents. Sandor Torma and family arrived here three 
years ago as refugees from Hungary. He obtained a 
$400 a month job as a laboratory technician; he injured 
his arm, was hospitalized, finally handicapped, he was 
given a job in a hospital at $200 a month. In May 
he committed suicide. His wife expresses his and her 
anger in this way: she said he committed suicide be- 
‘ause he was “in debt $1500, poverty, hunger and fail- 
ure to find a measure of security for his family in the 
world’s most prosperous nation.” That’s the thanks. 

The Conference and World Refugee Year has set off 
a clamor by big city Congressmen and Senators from 
States with large foreign-born populations for a letting

down of the barriers on immigration, for greatly in- 
creased annual immigration totals and for appropria- 
tions of millions of additional funds from tax rey- 
enues to aid in it all, 

Senator Kennedy of Massachusetts (candidate for 
the presidential nomination) would admit 50,000 more 
aliens annually, on a first-come, first-served basis. One 
hundred and fifty thousand of the total annual quota 
would be relatives of aliens already here (a good vote- 
getting bait). 

Senators Symington, Humphrey, Douglas, Neuber- 
ger, Williams, Jr. (N.J.), Keating, Javits, Morse and 
others are clamoring to upset present “restrictions” 
and would greatly increase the annual quota. 

Senator Humphrey (candidate for the presidential 
nomination) would specifically provide that at least 
83,000 refugees be permitted annually from Communist 
and Middle-East countries, including Africa, Wil- 
liams of New Jersey charges that the presently existing 
law has a “built-in racist concept” and should be al- 
tered. 

We cannot afford to continue the spending of bil- 
lions of dollars to set the home-lands of the aliens in 
order and at the same time finance a huge boarding- 
house for them here, 

Unfortunately for the Senators and Congressmen 
representing the large foreign-born populated States, 
it is these very States and the larger cities therein 
where unemployment is most rife today. It is these 
very States and cities which are being forced to pour 
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out the millions of dollars in unemployment compen- 
sation. 

And so it is that the people of this country should 
awaken and take this problem to Congress. Other- 
wise we are not only going to bankrupt ourselves, but 
we will also become a nation of permanent disorder 
over lack of employment, for more people than jobs is 
not the solution to our domestic welfare.

service by Chicago Committee to Defend Democratic 
Rights, 189 W. Madison Street, Chicago 2, Illinois.” 

The Truman statement featured on the brochure 
was made by the former President in his final lecture 
at Columbia University in which he declared that 
“the House Un-American Activities Committee is the 
most un-American thing in the nation today.” 

The Chicago hearings of the committee were fea- 
tured by the testimony of a negro union leader and 
one-time Red Party member who declared it was an 
“outright lie’ that the Communists fight for Negro 
rights. The witness was John R. Hackney, interna- 
tional representative of the Amalgamated Meat Cut- 
ters and Butcher Workers Union. He charged that 
the Communists “used the greivances of the Negro 
people fer the purpose of building a party. In many 
cases they destroyed Negro leaders who didn’t serve 
the party.” Hackney declared that the Communist 
Party “is now and always has been” a strong force in 
the meat packing union. During his testimony he la- 
beled Jesse Proston, head of the union’s grievance de- 
partment as “the brains behind the scene” and “the 
comrade with connections throughout the country.” 
Hackney said he was a member of the Communist 
Party beginning in 1942 and that he quit in 1948 
when he found they were misleading the Negro people. 

Another witness was Joseph A. Poskonka who re- 
vealed for the first time in 15 years that he had been 
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an undercover agent for the FBI in the Communist 
ranks. Poskonka is also a meat packer. He said 
because people came to know him as a Communist his 
home had been stoned and that it had been difficult for 
him to keep a job. His wife said that neighbors abused 
her family during those years. 

Disturbed because of an address he heard a Com- 
munist teacher make at a meeting of the United Pack- 
ing House Workers in 1953 in which the teacher be- 
littled the fighting of the Americans at Guadalcanal, 
and having a son serving in the U. S. Navy in the 
Pacific, Poskonka got in touch with the FBI and re- 
ported the incident and subsequently he became a 
member of the Communist Party to serve the Govern- 
ment as an undercover agent.

the mis-called Civil Rights Bill was shortly followed 
by the subjection of a once-sovereign State to bayonet 
rule. 

We are indeed at a late hour to defend our liberties. 
The process of usurpation has gone so far that it is 
diilicult to resist. Already tremendous pressure is 
building up to take from the States one of the most 
vital functions still remaining in their hands — public 
education. Massive Federal aid to education, which is 
being promoted in the guise of a national security 
measure, will surely and inevitably result, in a very 
few years, in total Federal control of the public schools 
—not only control over who attends them and how 
they are run, but control over what is taught in them. 
It need scarcely be said that once the usurpers gain 
control over the minds of our youth, the fight for 
freedom is lost. 

With all the resources at our command, we must 
combat and defeat this subtle attempt to transfer 
control of our public school systems from the States 
to the Federal Government. Further, we must firmly 
and unceasingly resist any and all attempts on the 
part of the Federal Government to encroach in any 
way on any of those fields of activity still under State 
jurisdiction. In so doing, we must realize at all times 
what it is for which we are ultimately fighting. 

In keeping up a constant struggle to preserve the 
principle of States’ Rights, we are not fighting for 
any mere slogan. We are not interested in States’ 
Rights simply as a name. We are interested — and 
vitally interested — in the principle of States’ Rights, 
because it is an essential support of Liberty: the 
highest political end.

passed. “And pretty soon,” Medina says, “the attor- 
uey was back with another question that was even 
clearer. And so they objected, and I overruled the 
objection. 

“The witness refused to answer and I said, ‘Now, 
you haven’t any constitutional right to refuse to an- 
swer this question. I hereby direct you to answer the 
question.’ ” 

The witness said: “I refuse.” 

Medina was prepared for this action. “I hereby 
sentence you to 30 days,” he said, “for contempt of 
court in my immediate view and presence unless you 
sooner purge yourself by answering the question.” 

Then the whole courtroom rose as one man. There 
was yelling and shouting and hullabalooing such as 
no other American court had witnessed. The marshals 


and deputy marshals started running around, coming 
in from different parts of the courthouse. 

That was Medina’s crucial hour. He sat as quietly 
as if he were hearing a routine case. “Someone was 
helping me that day,” he says. “Let me tell you that 
without any doubt.” 

Medina looked at one of the noisy individuals, “Is 
this Mr. Hall?” he asked. It was Mr, Hall. Then, 
addressing the court Reporter, Medina stated what 
Mr. Hall had said. “Mr. Hall,’ Medina continued, 
“I remand you for the balance of the trial.” 

A Mr. Winston was next on the list. Medina handed 
him identical treatment and continued until he had 
picked off five individuals and dealt quickly, quietly, 
and forcefully with each one. 

Then the noise subsided. 

This was not the end of the great trial which con- 
tinued on and on until it seemed interminable. At 
one point it seemed that Medina, not the Communists, 
was on trial, And perhaps no trial in American his- 
tory equalled this one for sheer drama, intrigue, and 
real significance, 

Undoubtedly no other judge in history has under- 
gone such prolonged, unjust, and vitriolic abuse as the 
Communists dealt to Judge Medina in this trial. 

But for his firm adherence to American standards 
of justice, it is difficult to say what our position as 
Americans would be today. It is certain, however, 
that through his demonstrated wisdom, fortitude, and 
superlative courage, he has made America — and, in- 
deed, the entire world — a better place in which to live. 

Each of the foregoing men demonstrated a high de- 
gree of courage and, in doing so, helped to make this 
a safer America, That is what you must do if you 
are to serve your country well. 

If you do that, no matter what your position in life, 
you can make a worthwhile contribution to a better 
America. One man with courage may become the very 
keystone to the future of our land, a dauntless patriot 
to preserve for future generations the glorious Amer- 
ican Way of Life. That man may be you!

Now, the oil tycoon, crony of Harry Truman, 
demands 5,000 of the 7,000 seats that will be left over 
after the seating of delegates, alternates, etc. In 1940, 
the Philadelphia gallery was packed with supporters of 
Wendell Willkie who stampeded the convention with 
their incessant calls, We Want Willkie. Apparently, 
Sugar-Daddy Pauley is set to see to it that what Tru- 
man wants, Truman will get at the 1960 convention. 
Once again, we say, that is fine with all of us con- 
servatives. Truman in the forefront, as he is deter- 
mined to be, will serve as a good reminder that Tru- 
man-type liberalism reflects some of the worst ele- 
ments of both Fascism and Communism. When 
American railroad workers exercised their right to 
go on strike, President Truman actually rammed 
through the House of Representatives a special law, 
borrowed from Mussolini’s Fascist bag of tricks, to 
draft into the army and subject to military discipline 
all the workers who refused to run the trains as Tru- 
man demanded they should be run; (after terrorizing 
and bulldozing Italian railroad workers, the Fascist 
Dictator boasted that at least he made the trains op- 
erate on time), and in 1946 Truman ordered seizure 
and operation of coal mines, fined the United Coal 
Miners Union and John L. Lewis. Only the fast par- 
liamentary footwork of the late Senator Robert A, Taft 
kept the Senate from being stampeded into giving 
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Harry Truman the kind of Fascist-like power over la- 
bor which no other American Chief Executive ever 
dared ask for. 

When owners of steel companies refused to obey 
Truman’s personal edicts, he used his power as Com- 
mander-in-Chief to try to act like a Stalin and seize 
the steel mills. This borrowing from the strategic 
book of Bolshevism was too much for even a liberal 
Supreme Court to stomach, and the High Tribunal 
stopped Truman dead in his tracks in the march to- 
ward Sovietizing of industry and Fascist control of 
labor. 

Although he could have himself run in 1952, Tru- 
man bowed out and let Stevenson take the rap for the 
kind of mixed-up, messed-up maladministration which 
he gave the people in the name of liberalism. But now, 
come 1960, he seems pre-determined that the candidate 
and the platform shall bear his personal stamp and 
seal. Once again, we say: that is good news for the 
American people. They have been waiting a long time 
to speak at the polls regarding just how they feel 
about Trumanism. 

The free atmosphere of American liberty, the air of 
loyalty to flag and country, will be cleaner, once the 
people have had an out-and-out opportunity to deal 
decisively with the Truman type of pinko, part-Fascist, 
part Soviet, so-called liberalism. 


FLAG 


1813 Commodore Isaac Chauncey and General Mont- 
gomery Pike captured the city of York, now Toronto, 
and took from the Parliament House this royal stand- 
ard. 

One of the most conspicuous features of the histor- 
ical exhibits in the United States National Museum, 
in Washington, is the flag collection, which includes 
some thirty examples of the American flag and shows 
its development in the various historical periods. Al- 
though there are no early colonial flags, such as were 
used before the flag of the United States was estab- 
lished by Congress, June 14, 1777, a fine example of 
the first United States ensign is shown. Representa- 
tive of the Stars and Stripes is a flag said to have 
flown on the Bonhomme Richard, under command of 
Admiral John Paul Jones. On December 13, 1784, it 
was presented to Lieut. James Bayard Stafford, U.S.N., 
by the Marine committee of the Continental Congress, 
as a reward for meritorious services during the Revo- 
lution. 

Another flag of the highest value is the original 
“Star Spangled Banner,” of Francis Scott Key’s an- 
them, which waved over Fort McHenry during the 
bombardment of September 13-14, 1814, and which was 
presented to the Smithsonian Institution by Eben 
Appleton. This flag is of the type having fifteen stars 
and fifteen stripes, adopted in 1784, upon admittance 
of Vermont and Kentucky into the Union. This type 
went into effect in 1785 and continued to be the stand- 
ard until 1818, when Congress returned to the original 
thirteen stripes and provided for the addition of one 
star in the field for each State. 

The trophy flags of the United States are the price- 
less symbols, not so much of our captures, as of our 
long honor roll of heroic victories won by the consist- 
ently maintained skill and efficiency, traditional dar- 
ing ‘and devotion to duty, on land and sea, by Amer- 
ica’s military heroes, The old bunting is treasured 
for its story of brave deeds and noble sacrifice, the 
heritage of both the victors and the vanquished, The 
bitterness of the conflicts is lost in the peacful silence 
of the resting place of these old, honored flags. 
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them: 
“Praise the Power that hath made and preserved us 
a nation, 

Then conquer we must, when our cause it is just 

And this be our motto, In God is our trust.” 

Many beloved patriotic songs are prayers or praises 
to the God of our fathers. Not only should their melo- 
dies be enjoyed, but also they should renew a feeling 
of reverence. In this hurried, restless age, Americans 
have come to take for granted our priceless heritage. 

Every classroom in elementary schools, every teach- 
er, and every parent should teach the historical facts 
which every citizen should know. 

Our nation was built upon certain values, both pa- 
triotie and moral. A glance at our history proves that 
we are a deeply religious nation. 

When the Pilgrims arrived in America in 1620, they 
wrote the Mayflower Compact, opening it with these 
words: “In the name of God.” The forty-one signa- 
tures were signed “solemnly and mutually in the 
presence of God.” 

The liberty bell was inscribed with a passage from 
the Bible (Lev. 25:10), “Proclaim liberty throughout 
the land unto all the inhabitants thereof.” 

The Continental Congress on June 12, 1775, asked 
all citizens to observe July 20th as a day of prayer 
and fasting and “offer up our joint supplications to 
the all-wise, omnipotent and merciful Disposer of all 
events.” 

The Declaration of Independence makes four spe- 
cific references to the dependence of our nation upon 
Almighty God. 

The American seal is pictured with the “Eye of 
God” directly over the pyramid, The words “Annuit 
Coeptis” mean “God has favored our undertakings.” 
This seal appears on every dollar bill. 

George Washington, when he became President of 
the United States, April 30, 1789, originated the oath 
taken by all government employees and witnesses in 
court. The oath of office is the prayerful petition, “So 
help me, God.” 

Our nation, from its very beginning, has set aside 
one day as a day of Thanksgiving, a time for ever: 
citizen to express gratitude to our bountiful Creator. 

George Washington issued orders that every regi- 
ment should have chaplains available. All branches of 
the U. S. armed services are officially staffed by thou- 
sands of chaplains of various faiths today. 

Since 1863 all U. 8. coins minted have been inscribed 
with the motto, “In God We Trust.” But it was not 
until July 20, 1956, that the Congress declared those 
words to be the ollicial national motto, 

In the National Cemetery at Arlington, Va., is the 
tomb of the unknown soldier, It bears this inscrip- 
tion, “Here lies in honored glory, an American soldier, 
known but to God.” 

Many national monuments bear further tribute to 
our dependence upon the God of our Fathers. Three 
of the most famous monuments in Washington, D. C., 
have spiritual and memorable inscriptions chiseled on 
them lest we forget that God is the Source of our 
liberty. 

Patriotism and knowledge of our nation’s back- 
ground, of our spiritual beginning is not inborn, is 
not an inherited trait. It must be taught right along 
with other fundamentals. It is the responsibility of 
parents, teachers, schools, and organizations to teach 
Americans what should be taught about the spiritual 
foundation of our nation. 
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TURNING SEARCHLIGHT ON REDS

N RECENT weeks Americans attention have been 

centered, not only on the farce at Geneva, the 
meeting of the Western big powers, with Russia, over 
Russias threat to use force to drive the Wet out of 
Berlin, on the Soviet trade offensive, and the Red 
challenge to Iraq and Iran, on the Russian infiltration 
of Africa, and on Red China’s new bombardment of 
the Nationalist Chinese islands, but chiefly on the 
growing threats to our South. 

The recent attempted invasion of Panama by Cu- 
ban revolutionaries, their feint towards Guatemala, 
the Red conspired upheavals in Mexico, Argentina, 
Ecuador and Brazil; the recent upheavals in Cuba, 
in which the South American Communists took an 
active part; the recent declaration of solidarity of the 
Communist Party of Cuba and of Chile with the Cas- 
troites, and the recent brag by Otto Kuusinen, con- 
sidered to be the top man operating Khrushchev’s 
new international of Communist parties of the world, 
delegates from the South American Communist Par- 
ties which met in Moscow at the February Congress 
of the Soviet Parties, that: “Highly significant is the 
progress of the Communist movement in Latin Amer- 
ica, where the United States has wasted tens of mil- 
lions of dollars into propaganda of anti-Communism. 
The 21 Latin American Communist Parties have a 
membership of more than 360,000 have all 
served to awaken the Administration leaders in Wash- 
ington, D. C.,. American industrialists and bankers, 
as well as American labor union leaders who have af- 
filiated unions in Latin America, that Russia and its 
agents are on the march in the South. 

Kuusinen, former Secretary of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Communist International (Comintern), 
later of the Cominform, is now the mouthpiece of the 
newly organized Congress of Workers and Communist 
Parties 

Evidently Kuusinen’s brag of growing Communist 
strength in Latin America, is not an exaggeration in 
this instance, for the U. S. State Department report 
of Communist Party strength throughout the world, 
vives Latin American strength (Jan. 1, 1959) as 
246,000, accounting for only 18 of the 21 Southern 
countries. A House Committee report of an earlier 
date fixed the Communist Party membership as of 
512,000, and the world total as 18,192,300, while a 
Senate Report has fixed the number in Latin America 
as 330,000, Eighteen of the Latin American Com- 
munist Parties had delegates present in Moscow at 
the November, last, celebration of the Russian revo- 
lution, and the same parties had representation at the 
All-Soviet Congress in Moscow in February this year. 
Joint resolutions, in which the Latin representatives 
took part were published in New Times, a Soviet or- 
gan circulated in 84 countries, in ten languages, and 
published in Moscow for world party leader consump- 
tion. 


EF VEN Moscow leaders withheld their venom against 
4 the late Secretary of State, John Foster Dulles, 
and dispatched a representative to Washington to at- 
tend his funeral. But Moscow's stooges in the United 
States, evidently working ahead of schedule, published 
in the west coast organ of the Communist Party, a 
so-called, “A Requiem For John Foster ---’', omit- 


ting the last name, Dulles. This sacriligious and 


scandalous attack on a highly respected man begins, 
“So he’s dying now, the old man with a stiff neck, 
— From the black, funeral limousine? Bad cess 
to ye? Good riddance to bad rubbish? May you rot 
in hell a hundred thousand years? That’s the easy 
way. Too easy. .... .,’’ ete. This insane tripe 
authored by Earl Lewis, went through our mails in a 
full column feature in the May 9, 1959, edition of the 
Peoples World, published in San Francisco and cir- 
culated throughout our country, via the United States 
mail under Second Class privilege.

liam Patterson, Joseph Nathem, Michael Crenovich, 
Hyman Lumer, Sidney Finkelstein, Harrold Collins 
and others, all recognizable in Communist circles. 

James Jackson, Chairman of the Southern and 
Negro Affairs Committee of the National Committee 
of the Communist Party, and George Morris, long time 
Communist Party leader, are making appearances 
throughout the nation reporting on the world con- 
gress of Communists held in Moscow in February 
this year, which they attended in behalf of the Amer- 
ican section of the Communist mo\ement.
